Pursuant to an Act, approved August 24th, 1914, entitled 
"An Act to create a Legislative Assembly in the Territory 
of Alaska, to confer legislative power thereon an<^ for other 
purposes," the Second House of the Territory of Alaska as- 
sembled at the House Chamber in its Second session in the 
Territorial Capital, Juneau, Alaska, at 1:30 p. m., March 
1st, 1915, and was called to order by Charles E. Davidson, 
Surveyor-General and ex-ofRcio Secretary of the Territory* 

Mr. Davidson then submitted the report of the Board 
established to canvass the election returns, certified to as 
follows :

House of Representatives, 
Juneau, Alaska, March 2, 1915. 

The House met pursuant to adjournment, the Speaker, 
Hon. E. B. Collins, in the Chair. 

The roll call showed all members present. 

The session was opened with prayer by the Rev. C. E. 
Rennison. 

Mr. Snow moved that the reading of the Journal be dis- 
pensed with. Motion carried. 

A committee from the Senate, consisting of Senators 
Sulzer, Gaustad and Tanner, appeared on the floor and noti- 
fied the House tha,t the Senate was duly organized and 
ready for business. 

The Speaker directed the Sergeant-at-Arms to notify the 
Senate that the House was ready to receive them in joint 
session.

JOINT SESSION. 

The joint* session was called to order by Senator Suther- 
land, President of the Senate. 

Roll call of the Senate^ by the Secretary of the Senate^ 
showed all present. 

Roll of the House called by Clerk of the House. All pres- 
ent. 

President Sutherland announced that the Governor's 
message had been received, and the Secretary of the Sen- 
ate was instructed to read same. 

Message read by Secretary of the Senate. 

GOVERNOR'S MESSAGES. 

To the Senate and Hous!§^of Representatives of the Second 
Legislative Assembly.; 

The organic Act creating a legislative assembly for 
Alaska does not require that ,the, Governor shall address 
the Legislature upon convening in biennial session. Never- 
theless, in conformity with established custom I have the 
honor to present for your consideration a brief resume of 
the condition of the Territory coupled with an expression 
of such views as to legislation and other matters as may 
prove of interest or value. This legislative session holds 
possibilities of unusual importance to the Territory. Upon 
the ability and foreiSight, the sincere and earnest applica- 
tion and co-operation of all concerned, will depend the suc- 
cess of your efforts to give to the people such constructive 
and remedial legislation as is needed at the present time, 
and which may be adequate for the upbuilding of our social 
and political fabric iii the years immediately ahead of us. 
The law-abiding spirit prevailing among the people of 
Alaska necessitates very ^ few laws to be passed by your 
body. The multiplication of laws does not make for good 
government, for I believe it is a truth that will be generally 
admitted that most, if not all, of the units that make up 
this Republic have too many laws. The repeal of some of 
the laws that we have on the statute books would prove a 
blessing to the people. The old idea that to best serve 
the people is to make more laws isobsoiete. It is as obso- 
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lete as the doctrine that to create more taxes is of more 
benefit to the people that pay them. 

Some of the laws passed by the First Legislative As- 
sembly of Alaska need amendment in order to make them 
more workable and effective; and when this shall have 
been done I feel confident that such other laws as you may 
be called upon to enact will receive the most* careful con- 
sideration before their adoption. A few good laws care- 
fully considered and perfected, so far as it is possible for 
human skill and ability to do so, will be found much more 
advantageous to the people of the Territory than a mass 
of ill-considered and ill-digested legislation. In this con- 
nection it is well for us to consider that you are laying the 
foundation not alone for the present and future govern- 
ment of the Territory, but for a future State or States, 
and I need scarcely counsel you to do such work as you 
shall find to do, with wisdom and patriotism. You are 
called upon to legislate for the people of a magnificent 
territory of diverse geographic, climatic and other condi- 
tions; and to avoid friction and the creation of factional 
strife and discord will be a work that will call for the ex- 
ercise of calm deliberation and accurate judgment. That 
government is best which promotes the welfare and hap- 
piness of its people. It is therefore necessary that those 
interested with the .government shpuld^be familiar with 
every walk of human life. Without such knowledge it 
would be difficult to attempt to reconcile the divergent 
interests by which we must undertake to place the Terri- 
tory in the front rank of industrial and commercial pros- 
perity. 

It is generally admitted that Alaska is entering upon i 
new era of industrial and commercial progress ; dormant 
resources are to be brought into use; hitherto inaccessible 
regions are to be opened to the prospector, the miner, the 
farmer and the home-seeker, by means of railroads. This 
will bring increased population ; indiiistries will arise where 
now there are none ; new towns will be built and new mar- 
kets will be provided for our agricultural products. The 
products of many new mines of various kinds will go to 
swell our present output; our timber resources will be 
utilized, especially in the manufacture of wood pulp; our 
magnificent water powers will be developed and the electric 
power thus provided will be a potent factor not oniv in the 
development of our mining resources but in the production 
of many electro-chemical products. Our fisheries whose 
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output in money value now ranks well up to our produo 
tion of gold and other precious metals, are capable of 
great expansion if they be properly conserved and their 
development encouraged along legitimate lines. 

LEGISLATIVE POWERS. 

The powers conferred upon the Territorial Legislature 
by the Organic Act passed by Congress and approved Au- 
gust 24, 1912, are in my opinion somewhat limited, and 
they should be enlarged. While there has been a diversity 
of opinion heretofore as to the powers conferred by the 
Organic Act upon the Legislature, it will probably be con- 
ceded that the limitations are such as to call for liberal 
enlargement at the hands of Congress so as to enable the 
Territory to work out its own destiny unhampered by un- 
necessary limitations. The Alaska Legislature under the 
creative act of Congress does not appear to enjoy the 
powers that were conferred upon many of the other Terri- 
tories of the United States and under which they rose to 
the dignity of statehood; neither does it possess such 
powers as are enjoyed by the legislatures of Hawaii, or 
Porto Rico, or the Philippines; and it does not appear 
clearly, if a comparatively broad and comprehensive meas- 
ure of self-government has been granted to the other Ter- 
ritories and possessions, why Alaska should be thus handi- 
capped by severer limitations of authority. A "full terri- 
torial form of government'* for Alaska was recommended 
by President Wilson in a message to Congress at the be- 
ginning of last year, and in view of the interest thus mani- 
fested in recommending increased power for the Terri- 
torial Legislature, your honorable body should take such 
steps as may in your judgment be required to secure from 
the Congress an enlargement of powers. I am not one of 
those who look forward to the speedy admission of Alaska 
as a State of the Union, for the reason that I am firmly 
of the belief that before statehood is achieved by the Ter- 
ritory a steady and persistent fight that will last for years 
must be made, because principally of the fact that Alaska 
occupies a unique geographic position with reference to 
the United States proper, and for other reasons which will 
be obvious. 

TAXATION AND REVENUE. 

An important question that confronts the Legislative 
Assembly at this time is the enactment of an adequate 
system of taxation and revenue; and to formulate a sim- 
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pie, workable and sound system of taxation and revenue 
will require the earnest thought of the Legislature. The 
revenue law passed by the first Legislative Assembly 
would undoubtedly have met the revenue requirements of 
the Territory, but it was rendered inoperative in Decem- 
ber, 1913, first by an opinion of the Attorney General of 
the United States, followed shortly thereafter by a deci- 
sion of the Circuit Court of Appeals for the Ninth Circuit, 
both holding that the Legislature exceeded its powers by 
imposing duties upon certain Federal officials in connec- 
tion with the collection of taxes. The immediate result 
was the drying up of the chief sources of revenue, with 
the exception of some taxes received from insurance com- 
panies and the Territorial tax on corporations collected 
through the office of the Secretary of the Territory. A 
few salmon canneries paid the taxes upon their products 
for the year 1913, the taxes thus paid having come from 
the smaller concerns doing business in the Territory. None 
of the larger corporations paid the tax, nor did any evince 
a disposition to do so. It is gratifying, however, to be able 
to state that no material necessity of the Territory has 
suffered by reason of a paucity of revenue to defray run- 
ning expenses. 

The taxing power is one by virtue of which government 
determines the amount which a citizen shall pay into the 
public treasury and enforce payment if necessary. It is 
therefore a sovereign power. "The power to tax is the 
power to destroy and the power to keep alive." This idea 
should be borne in mind when the sources of taxation are 
being considered. To my mind the sources of taxation in 
Alaska upon which taxes may be laid for purposes of Ter- 
ritorial revenue are limited. There are, therefore, some 
well-known principles of taxation which it may be well to 
consider at this time and which may be stated as follows : 

1. Citizens should contribute toward the support of 
government as nearly as possible in proportion to their 
respective ability. 

2. The tax each individual is bound to pay ought to be 
certain and not arbitrary. The time of payment, the man- 
ner of payment, the quantity to be paid, ought all to be 
clear and plain to the contributor and every other person. 

3. Every tax ought to be levied at the time or in the 
manner in which it is most likely to be convenient to the 
contributor to pay it. 

4. Every tax ought to be so contrived as to both take out 
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and keep out of the pockets of the people as little as pos- 
sible over and above what it brings into the people's treas- 
ury. A good system of taxation QUght to provide for a 
self '^acting increase in the revenue in proportion as wealth 
and population and the consequent demand of govern- 
mental expenditures increase. Those taxes are best which 
yield a steady calculable return, and that tax is best whose 
incidence can be foreseen by the legislator. 

A poll tax was a feature of the revenue law enacted by 
the 1913 Legislature ; but I am doubtful of the expediency 
of levying a tax of this kind inasmuch as it is a burden 
which weighs most heavily upon those who are least able 
to bear it, and in no State of the Union with which I am 
acquainted is this kind of a tax now levied. California by 
a constitutional amendment last Fall abolished this tax as 
unjust and inequitable. 

The fisheries of Alaska, in my opinion, and I am speak- 
ing with especial reference to the salmon fisheries, do not 
pay a sufficient amount of taxes. The tax laid upon sal- 
mon canneries by the Federal Government is far from bur- 
densome. The output of the salmon canneries alone is 
taxed, no tax being levied on the cod, halibut, herring, 
whale and other fisheries. Practically all of these fisheries 
are owned outside of the Territorj^ and it is but equitable 
that they should pay a fair tax for the privileges they 
enjoy. This is a matter that should receive your earnest 
attention to the end that these resources should contribute 
their share to the revenues of the Territory. The taxes 
so laid should not be burdensome, but they should be just, 
and in what manner they should be laid is a question for 
calm and unprejudiced deliberation. To seek out the other 
sources of taxation that are justly entitled to contribute 
to the revenues of the Territory will require time and 
ample consideration, and I have to suggest to you that you 
should begin as soon as possible to devise ways and means 
to meet the Territory's financial requirements for the next 
two years, to the end that a well-considered and fully ma- 
tured taxation and revenue system shall be devised. 

The receipts of the Territorial Treasurer's office from 
all sources from the inception of the office on July 28, 
1913, to December 31, 1914, were $115,398.59. The dis- 
bursements during the same period were $42,312.82, leav- 
ing a balance to the credit of the Territory of $73,085.77. 
Of the total receipts the sum of $59,114.50 was received 
from the United States Treasury on account of the Alaska 
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forest reserves. The report of the Territorial Treasurer 
showing in detail the transactions of the department will 
be submitted to you. The chief item of expense has been 
the Alaska Pioneers' Home at Sitka» authorized by Act of 
the First Legislature. When it was seen that the Terri- 
tory might not have sufficient funds to meet the obligations 
thus incurred, through the invalidating of the revenue law, 
the matter of securing appropriations from the Federal in- 
digent fund, which is under the control of the Judges of the 
different judicial divisions, was taken up with these offi- 
cials, and as a result appropriations have been received 
from that source for the support of the inmates from the 
respective divisions. The amount so received up to the 
end of the last calendar year was $7,858.01. A statement 
of the operations of the Home, and the expense incurred 
in its maintenance, together with other information, will 
be laid before you through the report of the Board of 
Trustees and the Superintendent of the Home. 

I need not remind you that economy and efficiency in 
government are prime essentials for such an administra- 
tion of public affairs as shall result in the benefits to the 
public that ought to be required and are reasonably ex- 
pected. Efficiency should mean a capacity and training 
for doing coupled with the will to do. Such service applied 
to public business in order to accomplish the purposes of 
government for the public welfare ought to be satisfactory 
to all concerned. 

CREATION OF OFFICES. 

This Territory is but commencing its legislative history. 
Under existing conditions no elaborate or expensive gov- 
ernmental machinery is required, nor will it be unj:il the 
population has substantially increased and more of our 
dormant resources have been developed. If at any time 
there be a surplus in the treasury it should be applied to 
public improvements, to aid in the settlement and develop- 
ment of the Territory, and not to the creation of offices 
that the needs of the Territory will not demand until a 
safe and certain revenue is provided and the growth of the 
Territory makes it icperative for the proper and efficient 
administration of its affairs. In this connection I may 
point out that the matter of creating the office of Attorney 
General for Alaska will no doubt come before you for con- 
sideration, and I have to advise you that a bill now before 
the Congress provides for this office, the salary and ex- 
penses attached to it to be paid from the Federal treasury. 
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This bill I am assured will become a law at the next ses- 
sion of the Congress, and pending its passage, I believe, it 
would be unwise for the Legislature to create such office, 
thus entailing a large annual charge upon the Territorial 
treasury which otherwise will be borne by the Federal 
Government. In the meantime such legal advice as may 
be needed or services required by the Territory may be 
provided for by a comparatively small appropriation. How- 
ever, in this, as in all matters of legislation, you have your 
right in which it is not my intention or desire to interfere ; 
the duties devolving upon me also may not need inter- 
ference from you, but as far as it is possible for us, it is 
at least to be hoped that we shall work harmoniously for 
the common good. 

Every individual member of the Legislature will be judged 
by his fruits and those, if there be any, who intend to ac- 
complish too much for their own locality at the expense of 
others are reminded that some time their ambition may lead 
them into broader fields of operation, and their preferment 
will be based upon their records for broad-gauged consid- 
eration of all matters coming before them on the principles 
appertaining to the interests of human welfare. 

AMENDING ORGANIC ACT. 

After the Circuit Court of Appeal had decided against the 
validity of the Territorial revenue act, Congress was asked, 
through the Delegate from Alaska, to amend Section 11 of 
the Organic Act. The amendment was not passed and ap- 
proved until August 29, 1914. It is in substance, as follows : 

"That nothing in that act of Congress entitled *An 
Act creating a Legislative assembly in the Territory of 
Alaska and conferring legislative power thereon, and 
for other purposes,' approved August twenty-fourth, 
nineteen hundred and twelve, shall be so construed as to 
prevent the courts now existing or that may be here- 
after created in said Territory from enforcing within 
their respective jurisdictions all laws passed by the 
Legislature within the power conferred upon it, the 
same as if such laws were passed by Congress, nor to 
prevent the Legislature passing laws imposing addi- 
tional duties, not inconsistent with the present duties 
of their respective offices, upon the governor, mar- 
shals, deputy marshals, clerks of the district courts, 
and United States commissioners acting as justices of 
the peace, judges of probate courts, recorders, and cor- 
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oners, and providing the necessary expenses of perform- 
insr such duties, and in the prosecuting of all crimes 
denounced by Territorial laws the costs shall be paid 
the same as is now or may hereafter be provided by 
act of Congress providing for the prosecution of crimi- 
nal offenses in said Territory, except that m prosecu- 
tions growing out of any revenue law passed by the 
Legislature the costs shall be paid as in civil actions 
and such prosecutions shall be in the name of the Ter- 
ritory." 

DISPOSITION OF TERRITORIAL FUNDS. 

The funds of the Territory have been deposited with var- 
ious banks, and interest is being received upon them at the 
rate of two per cent, per annum, the funds being deposited 
as "open accounts.'* The banks of deposit have in all cases 
given bonds to the Territory for the safeguarding of the 
moneys in their hands. 

TERRITORIAL MINING LAW. 

The Territorial mining law (Chapter 74, Session Laws of 
1913) has been and still is, a subject of much discussion for 
and against. It is urged by some that this law is confisca- 
tory in some of its provisions and therefore should be re- 
pealed ; others assert with equally strong convictions that 
the law is sound in principle and should be retained with 
some minor amendments. You come direct from the peo- 
ple and your course should be guided by what you believe 
will confer the greatest good upon the greatest number. 
Mining is the leading industry of the Territory and every 
legitimate encouragement should be afforded it. To handi- 
cap any industry by unjust or repressive restrictions is in- 
imical to development, and upon the development of its re- 
sources will depend the growth and prosperity of the Terri- 
tory and the consequent welfare of its people. 

The report of the Territorial Inspector of Mines will be 
submitted t6 you, together with a number of recommenda- 
tions, including amendments to th^ act relating to the in- 
spection of mines in the Territory, and making the payment 
of wages to miners more secure and certain. 

WORKMEN'S COMPENSATION. 
What are known as workmen's compensation or employ- 
ers' liability laws have been enacted by the Federal govern- 
ment and in many states, and are being favorably consid- 
ered everywhere. Whether the time has come when this 
Territory should provide legislation for such compensation.

for industrial accidents^ as may be considered just to both 
labor and capital, employer and employe, is a matter worthy 
of consideration, in view of our limited industries and the 
cost of administration that such law would entail. Of itsi 
advantages there can be no doubt, however, for in this way 
alone can the unfortunate employe, and sometimes the 
equally unfortunate employer, be protected from those who 
speculate upon the misfortunes of others. The subject 
must be approached in a spirit of fairness, with broad views 
of the dignity and importance of the laborer, aside from the 
labor that he performs, and also with a true conception of 
the rights of capital in its relation to industrial affairs. 
Each to a great extent, under our system of government, is 
dependent upon the other, but we must never forget the 
human equation. Money is for the use and support of the 
man ; not to rule him. It is merely a measure of value, and 
those who have much of it should never be permitted to use 
it in such a way as to control the man, or the government 
which is established by him for his use and advancement. 

AN EIGHT-HOUR DAY. 

A law passed by the First session of the Legislature pro- 
vides for an eight-hour day in all hard-rock and coal mines. 
This law I believe has been generally observed and has 
proved generally satisfactory. Under its operations placer 
mines are excepted, but there would seem to be no legitimate 
reason why the eight-hour day should not be extended to 
all kinds of underground and other mining. Speaking by and 
large, experience has demonstrated that a man who works 
eight hours a day will do as much work as he who works ten 
hours, and he will probably do it better. 

ELECTIONS. 

The need of a modified form of the Australian ballot sys- 
tem is imperative in this Territory. Under the present 
method many kinds of ballots are now used and it is fre- 
quently impossible for the voter to cast an independent bal- 
lot and maintain his sovereign right of citizenship. A 
simple, practical law that will meet present requirements 
is recommended. A law for the registration of voters in 
Territorial elections in all incorporated towns would be a 
logical concomitant of an improved ballot law. 

In this connection I may be permitted to point out that 
a corrupt practices act would tend to promote purity of 
elections. Fortunately Alaska has been comparatively free 
from corruption in elections, but it has not been unknown. 
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Such a law should contain provisions making it a crime to 
pay workers to influence votes at the polls or any other 
place. The practice of having workers is merely a subter- 
fuge to buy votes, and should not be tolerated. The ex- 
penses of candidates for elective offices in the Territory 
should be limited, and they should be compelled to render 
an itemized account of expenditures made in such elections. 

PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

Direct primaries, as I understand the term, mean provid- 
ing a method by law by which the people may vote directly 
for the persons who may present themselves for nomina- 
tions for various offices. This woujd do away with the ob- 
jectionable convention methods that frequently prevail, and 
give the people an opportunity to vote directly for the pros- 
pective nominees of all political parties. The many widely 
scattered communities and the sparseness of population, to- 
gether with the cost that would be entailed if a primary 
election law were enacted, may be considered as making 
such a law inadvisable at this time. The question, however, 
is submitted for your consideration. 

TERRITORIAL ELECTIONS. 

The system at present employed in the canvassing of the 
votes cast at elections for members of the Legislative as- 
sembly is far from satisfactory, and calls for amendment. 
The votes under the present law are canvassed at Juneau, 
the Governor, the Surveyor General and the Collector of 
Customs constituting the Board. Because of the remote- 
ness of many of the voting precincts and the slowness and 
uncertainty of mail connection, more than three months 
must elapse before all the returns are received and the votes 
canvassed. As the Legislature meets in biennial session on 
the first Monday of March, manifestly most of the members- 
elect cannot receive their certificates of election at their 
home addresses ; and where there is a close vote it may be 
impossible to determine who has been elected until all the 
votes are canvassed. If such a condition should arise much 
loss and inconvenience might result to men so situated. A 
better plan would be to have the votes canvassed in each 
of the four judicial divisions, and the clerk of the court, 
with two other residents of th«*division^ to. he -appointed, 
say, by the judge of the district court, might constitute the 
canvassing board. I beg to point out, however, that as the 
Organic Act defines by whom such votes shall be canvassed, 
an amendment to it would be necessary in order to provide 
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for the creation of a new canvassing board. This matter 
also is submitted for your consideration. 

SCHOOLS. 

In the matter of schools Alaska is in a position that might 
be called anomalous. Three classes of schools are recog- 
nized, namely, those of incorporated towns, and which are 
maintained in part by moneys received from Federal liquor 
and other licenses and in part by local taxes ; those outside 
of incorporated communities, and which are supported by 
moneys paid into what is known as tVe "Alaska J' und," con- 
trolled by the Federal treasury; and native schools, main- 
tained by direct appropriation by Congress, and which are 
under the direction of the United States Bureau of Educa- 
tion. It is the former classes to which I direct your atten- 
tion. In incorporated towns the appropriations lor the main- 
tenance of schools, as you are aware, are made by the town 
councils, and there is generally constant friction between 
the councils and the school boards. Besides there is sel- 
dom, if ever, money enough at the command of the school 
boards to provide increased school accommodations, if such 
be needed, as is frequently the case in growing towns. Un- 
der existing laws incorporated towns may not bond them- 
selves for any purpose, hence the efficiency of the schools if? 
hampered and the children are the direct and ultimate suf- 
ferers. This is a condition that calls loudly for immediate 
betterment, but, in my opinion, the relief demanded can be 
supplied only by Congress. In white schools outside of in- 
corporated towns there are also plain and palpable defects 
in the law under which they operate that call for remedy. 
For instance, while these schools are nominally under the 
direction of the Governor, as ex-officio Superintendent of 
Public Instruction, the school districts are created by the 
clerks of the court of the judicial divisions in which they 
are situated, and a school district once created can not be 
divided no matter what the necessities may be for such 
division. I beg to refer to my annual report to the Secretary 
of the Interior for the fiscal year 1914 as follows: 

"There are a number of communities which are de- 
nied the privilege of educating their children because 
of an insufficient number of pupils of school age resi- 
dent therein to entitle them to the establishment of 
schools. The present school law provides that there 
shall be at least 20 white children of school age in the 
community outside of incorporated towns before a 
school can be authorized. Some of these places have 
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from 10 to 15 children, but as the law is inflexible they 
are denied school privileges because the number in the 
community is less than that prescribed. I therefore 
wish to renew the recommendation contained in my 
last annual report that where there are 15 children of 
school age in a district they be not deprived of the 
great American heritage of education. Indeed, the 
number should be reduced to less than 15, provided 
that an average attendance of 10 can be maintained. 
The future of the Territory demands that its children 
shall receive educational advantages such as can only 
be provided by good schools. I again wish to point out 
that the allotment of a maximum sum of $1,000, for the 
construction and equipment of a school house is alto- 
gether inadequate, and it should be increased to at 
least $2,000, so that comfortable buildings may be pro- 
vided. 

"The Alaska school law in so far as it relates to 
white schools in incorporated towns and outside of in- 
corporated communities should be revised in many par- 
ticulars, with provisions for the creation of a board of 
education, a board of examiners, and the appointment 
of superintendents, together with an appropriation to 
defray the expenses of such boards and to pay the sal- 
,aries of superintendents. If this were done the effici- 
ency of the schools would be greatly increased, the 
standard raised, and a uniform course of study secured. 
Under the operation of the existing law the teachers 
of the various schools determine their own courses of 
study, which are, generally speaking, those of the states 
whence they came and with which they are more fa- 
miliar. This system forbids almost entirely co-opera- 
tion between the different schools of the Territory." 

BANKING BOARD. 
The Territorial Banking Act (Chapter 48, Session Laws 
-of 1913), approved April 29, 1913, became effective July 28, 
1913. Under this law the Governor, the Secretary of the 
Territory, and the Territorial Treasurer are constituted a 
banking board for the Territory. The board was formally or- 
ganized on January 9, 1914. Under the law all Territorial 
banks must be examined at least once annually and reports 
of condition must be made four times each year. This work 
has been accomplished in a satisfactory way and the banks 
examined have been found generally in good condition. Five 
banks have been incorporated under the Territorial Act, and 
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there has been one liquidation but no failures. There are 
now twelve banks doing business under the Territorial law. 
Though a report from the Territorial Banking Board is not 
required under the provisions of the banking law, a report 
of the work of the board will be submitted to you at an early 
date. 

APPROPRIATIONS. 

As I have already stated, I have mentioned but one or two 
sources from which revenue may be obtained, and I shall 
not submit an estimate of the amount of revenue necessary 
to be raised for Territorial expenses during the next two 
years. This will depend upon the number of laws passed 
and to be enforced, and the sources from which revenue may 
be derived is left to your wisdom to decide, but I may again 
urge the exercise of wise economy at this stage of the Ter- 
ritory's development. Small appropriations will be neces- 
sary for the enforcement of the health and quarantine law, 
the vital statistics law, the compulsory school attendance 
law, the juvenile court law, and for the payment of expenses 
incurred in connection with the cases arising out of the rev- 
enue law, and possibly a few other appropriations may be 
necessary, as occasion may develop. 

OTHER MATTERS. 

The desirability of a commission form of government for 
incorporated towns is presented for your consideration. This 
form of municipal government has found popular approval 
in the towns and cities in which it has been adopted. It is 
claimed that efficiency in municipal government is largely 
increased and the municipalities are more economically and 
honestly governed. This is a matter, however, that should 
be left to the municipalities to adopt or reject by popular 
vote, and if a law providing for such municipal government 
should be enacted provisions for a referendum should be 
made. 

The regulation of public service corporations doing busi- 
ness within incorporated towns is a subject worthy of your 
consideration. I make this suggestion in view of the fact 
that a substantial growth may be reasonably expected of 
many of the towns of the Territory, and some provision will 
be needed for the regulation of public service corporations 
doing business therein. No extensive legal machinery should 
be required to make such work effective, as a commission 
for each incorporated town could be appointed by the town 
council or elected by the people to serve without pay, as the 
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duties of such commission would not be many or onerous. 

In conclusion, I welcome you to the capital of the Terri- 
tory, and I express the hope that your work may be satis- 
factory to yourselves and profitable to the people whom you 
, represent. Let us, then, pledge .oui^. steadfast desiire4o help 
to serve the people of our great Territory. It is my desire 
to help and serve the people of Alaska ungrudgingly and 
unflinchingly. We are all pioneers of the Territory. We 
know it and we are at one with the aims and aspirations of 
the men and women who are the factors in its growth and 
development. The best years of my life have been spent in 
this Territory, and I would like to share our responsibilities 
with all the people of Alaska, and therefore invite their co- 
operation, their views, their help and their advice, to give 
the Territory the service for which we have solemnly dedi- 
cated our time and our abilities.

REPORT. 

Office of the Secretary of Alaska, 

Juneau, March 1, 1915. 
To the Honorable Members of the Legislature of the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska : 

Chapter 35 of the 1913 Session Laws of Alaska, beings 
"An Act to require the registration of vital statistics in 
the Territory of Alaska, and for other purposes," consti- 
tutes the Secretary of Alaska ex-officio Registrar of vital 
statistics and the office of the Secretary is made the final 
office of record for the registration of said vital statistics. 

In connection with the registration of vital statistics 
under the present law, as set forth in said Chapter 35 of 
the 1913 Session Laws, the following suggestions and rec- 
ommendations are respectfully submitted : 

1. Said Act requires a record of the births, deaths and 
marriages in the Territory to be made first, in the 
office of the United States Commissioner; second, in the 
office of the Clerk of the District Court ; and finally, in the 
office of the Secretary of Alaska, thus creating three sep- 
arate and distinct offices of record. 

In my opinion, it is unnecessary and of no avail to re- 
quire the registration of the vital statistics of the Territory 
in more than two offices, at most, and it might prove to be 
more efficacious to have but one general office of record, 
all reports being forwarded direct to the office of the Sec- 
retary. 

I therefore recommend that said Chapter 35 be amended 
in the above particulars. 

2. Section 8 of said Chapter 35 provides a fee of $1.00 
as compensation to the United States Commissioners for 
recording each certificate of birth and death, and provides 
that the fee shall be included by the Commissioner in his- 
quarterly account of fees due from the United States. The 
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Federal Government has disallowed the payment of such 
fees, and as a result some of the Commissioners, notably 
those at Fairbanks, Ruby, Fort Yukon and Iditarod, in the 
Fourth Judicial Division of Alaska, have refused to comply 
with the provisions of Chapter 35 as to the registration of 
births and deaths, though urgently requested by this office 
to do so. Other Commissioners, particularly those at Ju- 
neau, Skagway, Haines, Ketchikan, and in fatct practically 
all of the Commissioners in the First and Second judicial 
divisions of Alaska, have been very energetic and thorough 
in the performance of their duties in connection with the 
registration of vital statistics, even though there was con- 
siderable doubt whether they would receive any compensa- 
tion for their services. 

It is therefore recommended that an appropriation be 
made sufficient to reimburse the Commissioners for fees 
due them for services already rendered in recording the 
certificates of births and deaths, which fees will amount to 
approximately $1,500, and an additional appropriation to 
cover the fees which will become due in the future for such 
services rendered by said Commissioners, their accounts to 
be submitted to this office and paid from the funds of the 
Territory. 

Generaly speaking, this law has not been adhered to as 
closely as it should have been, and provision should be made 
for its strict enforcement. 

If the records are to be filed with the Commissioners, as 
the present law requires, record books and indices for the 
records of the Commissioners of the Territory should be 
furnished immediately, at an approximate cost of $500. 

Attached hereto is a report of the births, deaths and 
marriages which have been recorded in this office.

Office of the Secretary of Alaska, 

Juneau, February 27, 1915. 
To the Honorable Members of the Legislature of the Terri- 
tory of Alaska : 

Chapter 11, 1913 Session Laws of Alaska, being "An Act 
regulating and prescribing fees and license tax to be paid 
by domestic corporations and by foreign corporations doing 
business in the Territory of Alaska," provides that all cor- 
porations doing business in the Territory shall pay an an- 
nual license tax of $15.00, said tax being payable to the 
Secretary of Alaska. 

In this connection, I wish to report that circular letters 
have been written to every corporation on file in this office 
acquainting them with the provisions of the above men- 
tioned law. In numerous instances no replies were received, 
the letters having been returned to this office marked "un- 
claimed" by the postoffice authorities, thus signifying that 
the corporations were no longer in existence. Such cor- 
porations were therefore considered and designated as 
"'dead." 

Other corporations have replied to said circular letters 
\>y advising this office that they have ceased to do business 
in the Territory and they have accordingly been stricken 
from the records. 

Section 7 of Chapter 11, above referred to, provides "that

it shall be the duty of the Secretary of the Territory of 
Alaska to strike from the records of this office the names 
of all corporations which have neglected for a period of 
two years to pay their annual license fees, * * * " and when 
said period has elapsed all corporations so delinquent will 
be stricken from the records of this office. 

The total amount of fees received from foreigm and do- 
mestic corporations since the above mentioned law went 
into effect, to-wit, July 23, 1913, including license fees and 
filing fees, is $21,770.10, which has been deposited with 
the Territorial Treasurer, as provided in said Act.

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HOUSE JOINT MEMORIAL NO. 1, 

By Mr. Snow : 

The Honorable;, the Secretary of War of the United States: Your Me- 
morialists, the Legislature of the Territory of Alaska, in Second 
Regular Session assembled, do most respectfully and earnestly repre- 
sent, That, 

Whereas, The people of this Territory are entirely dependent for 
telegraphic communication upon the system now in use in the Territory 
and under the supervision of the War Department; and 

Whereas, That section lying north of the Yukon, including the Koyu- 
kuk and Chandlar Mining Districts, which are the most important min- 
ing camps of Northern Alaska; and 

Whereas, Communication with these remote camps is entirely cut off 
three months in the year, and the remaining nine months it is uncer- 
tain; and 

Whereas, Transportation on the Koyukuk river for the entire dis- 
tance of five hundred and fifty (550) miles is without telegraphic serv- 
ice, thus rendering the landing of supplies for the development of the 
camps uncertain and hazardous during the short season of river navi- 
gation; and 

Whereas, The monthly mail service during the winter is the only 
means of communication with other camps of Alaska, and other sec- 
tions; 

Therefore, We, your memorialists, would suggest that a wireless tele- 
graphic station be established at or near the village of Xolan (some- 
times called Wiseman), at the confluence of the middle fork of the Koyu- 
kuk river and Wiseman creek, and which is a very important commer- 
cial point for the reason that it is the supply point for the entire Koyu- 
kuk Mining Camp, which camp has prodncetl over $4,000,000.00 in placer 
gold and is one of the most promising camps of Northern Alaska. 

The establishment of this station will facilitate transportation to 
all Upper Koyukuk points and will be of great benefit to the traveling 
public as well as the transportation companies.

The laws providing for the construction and maintenance of roads; 

The establishment and maintenance of schools; 

The care and support of insane persons; 
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The regulation of taxes upon businesses and trades in Alaska, or con- 
trol of the expenditure of the revenue arising therefrom; 

Control of gambling; 

Regulation of liquor traffic; 

Power by the Territory or any Municipal Incorporation therein to 
create or assume any bonded indebtedness. 

Limitation is put upon the taxing power of the people of Alaska, and 

3. Whereas, These limitations and restrictions relate to matters 
whiah of right ought to be within the control of every self-governing 
American commonwealth, and the fact that they have been imposed 
upon this Territory is an unjust reflection upon the integrity, capability 
and intelligence of the liberty-loving, patriotic and enlightened Ameri- 
can people of Alaska, and 

4. Whereas, The people of Alaska are rightfully entitled to all the 
rights, privileges and self-government conferred upon other American 
Territories,

The Judiciary Committee of the House, to which was referred the 
report of the Hon. Secretary of the Territory of Alaska, made in com- 
pliance with the request made by this House, through its Speaker, rela- 
tive to the non-enforcement of all or any part of the Territorial Laws 
of Alaska, states that the Committee, after careful investigation of the 
said matter and the facts mentioned and set forth in sai<l rei)ort of the 
Hon. Secretary, has arrived at the belief that in most cases which came 
within the Jurisdiction of, and uu<ler the control of, the said Secretary, 
the laws had been enforced as far as it was possible by thi* several V. 
S. Commissioners; the said Hon. Secretary states, and it is the fact 
that only V. S. Commissioners actintr as registrars of ^•ital sattistics, 
come and are within his official jurisdiction. 

However, the Hon. Secretary mentions one flaj^rant instance of dis- 
obedience, and an absolute refusal to perform the duty of V. S. Com- 
missioner acting in the capacity of re<;istrar of vital statistics, namely, 
the name of one John F. Dillon. V. S. Commissioner at Fairbanks, 
Alaska, who, in the language of said report *'ai)j»ears to have treated 
the Territorial laws with the utmost contemj)t.'' refusing- to perforu' 
the duties imposed upon him. The Committee, upon further investiji^ation, 
learned from other sources the correctness of the said aiM-usation by 
said report ma<le by the Hon. Secretary and further learned that the 
said John F. Dillon seems to be a law unto himself, arbitrarily refusing 
to record instruments presented to him accompanied by the recordin<^ 
fee, when in his self-imposed judgment he deems the instrument off'erecl 
not artificially drawn as he views it should be; that the said Dillon also 
fixes, in some instances the charjjes to be paid Jor recordin*:- instruments 
contrary to the amount fixed by the Territorial law, and so extortinjr 
ercessive tees for his services, as will more tuUy appear in the letter 
of one George C. Bruce, attached to the said report of the Hon. Secre- 
tary, and made a part of this report. 
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The C^ommittee further found that the said Dillon absolutely refused 
'to distribute vital statistics blanks as required of him, and entirely ig- 
nored the law and duty imposed by said Act of the Territorial Legisla- 
ture. 

The Committee further reports that it has learned that there is no 
uniformity or fees charged bv the said U. S. Commissioners, for the 
same an<l identical work in making records of instruments, as well as 
Commissioner s Court costs and fees, that w^hile the said Commission- 
ers are appointed by the several District Judges in Alaska, yet it ap- 
pears as though the said Courts had not this matter broui^ht to their 
attention in order to correct this evil. 

Therefore, this Committee recommends that a copy of this report 
and the accompanying exhibi'ts, be sent to each of the District Judges 
of the District of Alaska, with the request that they look into the mat- 
ter of fees charged by their resi)ective Commissioners, and that the Hon. 
Judge for the Fourth Division, at Fairbanks, be requested to remove 
said John F. Dillon from the office of V. 8. Commissioner at Fairbanks 
for negU'ct and wilful refusal of performance of his duty as such Com- 
missioner, so that an enforcement of the laws can be had without an- 
noyance and extra expense to the people of his Division.

To the SL'iiate ami House of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress Assembled: 

Your Memorialists, the Legislative Assembly of the Territory of 
Alaska, respei-tfully represen-t: 

That the Art of Congress, approved ^lay 14, 1898, entitled *^An Act 
extending the homestead laws, etc., to Alaska,'' and the Act of (^on- 
gress amendatory thereof, approved ALirch 3, 1903, (U. S. Stat. 30-409, 
and T^. S. Stat. 32-1028, respectively), provide inter alia, that between 
HomestPad, S. A. Homestead and Trade and Manufacturing Site sur- 
veys abutting on naviga})Ie waters, a shore space oT eighty rods, direct 
measurement, must be reserved from entry; 

That in [)ractical operation, the intent of said provisions of law 
(which was to prevent monopolization of shore fronts on navigable 
waters) is largely nullified, to the advantage of cori>orations, companies, 
associations and individuals; 

That, although theoretically it [)revents the monopolization of shore 
frontage, in reality it does not. While it is true that it does prevent 
a monoi)oli"ation by title, it does not as to occupancy and use by ad- 
joining claimants when it is to their interest to exercise control of the 
same. 

That by such [U'ovision of law, a single claimant may obtain prac- 
tical control of as extensive a shore frontage as may be desired at a 
trifling exi>cnse, l)y procuring title to small tracts at lawful intervals 
by scrii)[)ing them with Soldiers' Additional Homestead Scrip, — no oc- 
cupancy of or ijn])rovements being required in connection with such 
claim. My such means it is feasible, not only to obtain practical con- 
trol of extensive water frontage, but to debar others from establishing 
homestea<ls, canneries or other enterprises within the limits that a 
single claiuiant wishes to control; 

Therefere, be it Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska, That we respectfully and earnestly petition your hon- 
orable body to re})eal the aforesaid Acts in so far as relates to reserve 
spaces along the shores of navigable waters, and substitute instead ease- 
ments for all classes of valid claims and rights-of-way of whatsoever 
sort along said navigable w^aters, and as far inland as conditions may 
require, the easements to include wagon roads, railroads, both steam and 
electric, telegraph, telephone and electric power lines, pipe lines, flumes, 
tunnels, ditches, etc. The easements should also provide for the cross- 
ing over or under other previous righ-ts-of-way for any purpose, but 
in such manner as not to obstruct or interfere with the proi)er operation 
of such interce]»ted right-of-way. 

Be it further Resolved, That a copy of this memorial be sent to the 
President of the United States, the President of the United States Sen- 
ate, the Speaker of the United States House of Representatives, the 
chairman of the (^ommittee on Public Lands of the United States Senate, 
the chairman of the Committee on Public Lands of the United States 
Tfouse of Rei)resentatives, the Honorable James Wickersham, Delegate 
to Congress from Alaska, and the Commissioner of the General Land 
Office.

Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee on Judiciary and Federal Relations, to whom 
was referred House Joint Resolution No. 1, relating to the investigation 
of the conditions and conduct of the Sanitarium Company, Inc., of Port- 
land, Oregon, having care of the insane from Alaska under a contract 
made and entered into with the Government of the United States, have 
had the same under consideration, and we respectfully report the same 
back to the House with our findings, information received an(^l recom- 
mendations to be considered by the House, and more j^articularly now 
report that: 

Your Committee, upon good and reliable information gatliered from 
persons who personally visited the said Sanitarium institution and talketl 
with many of the inmates, states such information disclosed to them, 
not only the utter lack of humanitarian spirit in the conduct and man- 
agement of said Sanitarium institution, as far as it affects the Alaska 
charges or insane, but that the said Sanitarium institution has commer- 
cialized the sacred duty of caring for the insane and mentally heli>less 
at so much per head or person, per day. 

The Committee learned that 190 (or thereabouts) Alaska insane are 
in said Sanitarium < -ompany 's institution in cramped, crowded and 
packed quarters, no reasonable space for living or sleeping room or quar- 
ters, some of the patients sleeping on the floors, the beds in the 
different wards being so close together that the insane patients, 
(some of them very feeble) were compelled to climb over the high foot 
boards of the beds, as best they could, in order to get into their re- 
spective beds; that the sanitary conditions generally were bad, uncleanly, 
no regard being had for the welfare of the patients, in fact, it has been 
charged that the sanitary condition of said Sanitarium institution is 
not sanitary at all, absolutely unclean, no proper and clean toilet facil- 
ities, no space or room for patients to enjoy the fresh air in stormy, wet, 
or cold weather, no space in and about the said Sanitarium institution 
where the patients can obtain exercise, excepting when worked in the 
said institution for its own profit. 

Your Committee further reports that it has been presented to them 
that some patients are confined in said Sanitarium institution who are 
not, nor ever had been insane, but because under the earlier Alaska 
laws there was no fund of money provided, as well as no law, by or 
under which the aged, infirm and destitute could obtain sui)port and 
niaintenance, except by private charity, and under some pretext such

persons were sent to the Sanitarium institution as ''insane," merely for 
the purpose of providing fare, support and maintenance, which practice 
cannot be too severely condemned. 

Your Committee further says that it desires to impress upon the 
House the view that the contract system for caring for the mentally 
needy and helpless is the most inhuman and iniquitous that can be de- 
vised, since the contractor has only his eye to the profit he may reap 
or gain from and out of such contract, and the commercial greed out- 
weighs human love and Christian charity. 

The Committee has obtained the reliable information that the sum 
paid by the United States Government to the said Sanitarium Co., Inc., 
of Portland, Oregond, is $1.28 for each Alaska inmate per day, a sum 
much in excess of the cost for good care and maintenance of the same 
kind of patients at Steilacoom, Washington, Sedro-WooHey and Medi- 
cal Lake, Washington; the cost of complete and good maintenance, care 
and medical attendance at said Steilacoom is forty cents jier day, at 
Sedro-Woolley is fifty cents per day and at Medical Lake is seventy 
cents per each day. 

Granting to the said Sanitarium Co., Inc., the highest cost, above 
given, viz.: seventy cents i)er each day, the said Sanitarium institution 
makes a profit of fifty-eight cents on each patient ]>er day for mainten- 
ance on 190 patients, equaling a profit of $11 0.20 for each day, a profit 
out of all proi)ortion when derived from the Jives and c^xistence of those 
poor unfortunates who are su])]»osed to be in an **asyhiin"; the defini- 
tion of "asylum'' being *'a sanctuary or place of refuge, protection and 
relief of the unfortunate." Your committee states that this Sanitarium 
Co., Inc., does not come within the definition of "asylum." 

Your ('Ommittee further states that it knows of some good localities 
or places, in Alaska, with hot si)rings, where the Alaska insane patients 
can be much better cared for than at said Sanitarium at Portland, Ore- 
gon. 

Your (Committee further })rosents that in all about eight (S) men, or 
persons, are emjdoyed at said Sanitarium Co.'s institution, this includes 
doctors, nurses, and druggists. The harmless inmates or patients are 
required to do the general work, such as w^orking in the kitchen, also 
as waiters, and all general work which they are able to perform. The 
Committee also heard that some of the patients who are not insane and 
some who have recovered had difficultv in securing their release or dis- 
charge, since the $1.28 ])er day is too weighty a motive to keep them in 
the Sanitarium institution; however, the Committee does not vouch 
for this statement, vet it was made as a positive statement to this 
Commitee. 

The Committee is inclined to believe that too much politics is in- 
jected into this contract and for that reason the unfortunate inmates 
at said Sanitarium Co. 's institution are, practically at the mercy of tlie 
management thereof. 

This Committee recommends that this Legislature memorialize the 
Congress of the United States to order the contract made with said 
Sanitarium Co., Inc.. of Portland, Oregon, for the caring for the Alaska 
insane, be abrogated for the reasons herein set forth, and that a copy 
of this report be sent to the President of th? United States, with the 
request that he order a thorouirh investigation of said Sanitarium's 
method of caring for the Alaska insane, and that some other institution 
be given the contract, if contract must be, because the said Sanitarium 
Co. seems to look upon this contract as its pension, having held it for 
more than ten years last past, and that this House irko such ar-tion in

opinion that some prompt steps should be taken by this Legislature to 
bring about a speedy remedy of the evil complained of 
All of which is respectfully submitted.

Hall of the House of Representatives, 
Juneau, Alaska March 27, 1915. 

The Joint Session was called to order at 2 o'clock p. m., 
by Speaker E. B. Collins of the House of Representatives, 
in accordance with Senate Concurrent Resolutions Nos. 1 
and 7. 

In calling the session to order the Speaker made the fol- 
lowing remarks: 

This Joint Session is called in niemoriam for the late Senator Elwood 
Bruner, and in passing, as one who knew him in life, I feel that he is 
with us now^ in spirit. He is yet our friend. His face ^till graces our 
memories and will until time shall })e no more. His memory yet dw^ells 
in our hearts and will until our hearts shall cease to throb. We have 
written his faults ujwn the sands of time — his virtues upon the tablets 
01 love and memory. 

He has gone from us into the shadows of death, and tho' we strai.i 
our eyes and call imploringly, no earthly oar shall ever again listen to 
thj gentle accents of his familiar voice. 

He has crossed the dark river whose cold winds have caus<Nl us all 
to shudder, and yet whose waters no mortal eye shall ever behold. 

Man, proud man, in his evolution boasts of his wisdom and exults in 
the vastness or his knowledge; he knows the lore of ages, but he can- 
not tell why one rose is red and the other white; he weighs the sum 
in his balance he times the flight of comets, but stands dumb when 
asked Avhat causes the tiny blades of grass to grow; he speaks and dis- 
tant nations hear his voice; he nods and mountains fall into the sea; 
lie commands and the storm and lightning obey his wishes, but the 
secret of birth and the mvr.teries of death ever remain to him unsolved. 
Wo do not know^ what puts the breath of life into the new born babe, 
nor takes tl:at broatli away; we cannot tell what lies behind the cur- 
tain of death, but we do know that all this does not come by chance. 
There is a law which governs- the universe, keeping the suns in their 
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orbi*i, and sending the tiny raindrops on their appoist^d courses; we 
know that behind this law is the Infinite Creator — the God of our 
fathers, the sam<e yesterday, today and forever — and faith greater than 
wisdom teaches us thia. 

He that put into the soul, of man that love which becomes purer, 
holier and stronger as it hears the clods fall on the coffin lid of its 
dead, never intended that the soul of man should die. 

And so, my friends, somewhere in a grander and more glorious ex- 
istence those whom we loved on earth are living still; somewhere for 
him the flowers are blooming still — not the frail blossoms that perish 
in a day, but those whose resplendent colors made heaven bright be- 
fore time began ; somewhere for him arises the voice of song— not the 
feeble notes he heard on earth, sweet the' they were, but the mighty 
chorus of angels and archangles pouring forth thanksgiving and praises 
before the throne of the Eternal God; somewhere for him the waters 
are flowing — not caith born waters, bitter with ^ime, but dazzling waters 
of the River of Life, flowing through crystal beds of purest rays se- 
rene, on whose golden banks do grow the trees of eternity, whose foli- 
age never withers and whose branches never decay; somewhere for him 
the sun is shining, a sun without a shadow, a sun without a cloud, a 
sun which never sets but shines in glory and magnificent splendor 
through eternity. 

The Chief Clerk of the House called the roll; all members 
present. 

The Speaker of the House yielded the gavel to President 
Sutherland of the Senate. 

The Secretary of the Senate called the roll of the Sen- 
ate ; all members present. 

The Secretary of the Senate read Senate Concurrent Reso- 
lution No. i, as follows: 

Whereas, Divine Providence has, in His Infinite wisdom, seen fit to 
remove from his sphere of influence and activity among us El wood 
Bruner, who was at the time of his death a member of the Territorial 
Legislature of Alaska; and 

Whereas, It is desired to pay a special and fitting tribute to the 
memory of Senator Bruner, because of his recognized honesty and high 
integrity, his strong devotion to duty, his many other admirable quali- 
ties, and to express our sympathy to his bereaved family; therefore, 

Be it Resolved by the Legislature of the Territory of Alaska, That 
in the death of Senator Elwood Bruner the Territory of Alaska has 
suffered a very great loss; and further 

Resolved by the Senate, the House of Representatives concurring. 
That in recognition of the valued services rendered his constituents by 
Senator Elwood Bruner, ap]>ropriate services be held iu the Hall of the 
House of Representatives, Saturday March 27, 1915, at 2 p. m., and that 
an opportunity be then given for a tribute to his memory; and further 

Resolved, That a joint committee of two members of the Senate and 
three members of the House be appointed to arrange for said memorial 
services; and further 

Resolved, That as a further mark of respect to "the memory of the 
deceased, the Secretary of the Senate be instructed to set apart one 
page of the Journal of this day^s proceedings, suitably engrossed, for 
this resolution, and to transmit a copy thereof to the family of the 
deceased. 
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The following prayer was offered by the Rev. Renison, 
Chaplain of the House of Representatives: 

Lord thou hast been our refuge from one generation to another; 
before the mountains were brought forth, or ever the earth and the 
world were made thou are God from everlasting and world without end. 
Thou turnest man to destruction; again thou sayest, ^H'ome ye children 
of men," For a thousand years in Thy sight are but as yesterday, see- 
ing that it is passed as a watch in the night. As soon as Thou scatter- 
est them they are even as a sleep and fade away suddenly like the 
grass. In the morning it is green and groweth up, but in the evening it 
is cut down, dried up and withered. For we consume away in Thy dis- 
pleasure and are afraid of Thy wrathful indignation. Thou has set our 
misdeeds before Thee, and our secret sins in the light of Thy counten- 
ance. For when Thou art angry all our days are gone; we bring our 
years to an end as it wer? a tale that is told. The days of our age are 
three score years and ten, and though men be so strong that th?y come 
to four score years, yet is their strength but labor and sorrow, so soon 
passeth it away and we are gone. So teach us to number our days that 
we may apply our hearts unto wisdom. Almighty Father Creator and 
preserver of all mankind wo humbly beseech Thee for all sorts and 
conditions of men, that Thou wouldst be pleased to make Thy ways 
known unto them, Thy saving health unto all nations — that they may 
be so guided and governed by thy good spirit as to be led into the way 
of Truth, in unity of spirit — in the bond of peace and in righteousness 
of life. Look witli Thy gracious favor upon the people of this nation — 
we thank Thee for our preservation, and for all the other blessinufs of 
Thy good providence bestowed upon us as a people; but above all for 
Thine inestimable love in the redemption of the world by our Lord 
Jesus rhrist for the means of grace and for the hope of glory, and we 
beseech Thee give us that deep sense of all Thy mercies that our hearts 
may be nnfoignedly thankful, and that we show forth Thy praise not 
only with our lips but in our lives by walking before Thee in righteous- 
ness all our davs. Bless Thv servant the President of the United 
States, stiengthen and sustain him, that he may be guided and gov- 
erned bv Tliee; enable him to rule in Thv faith and fear. Direct all 
others in authority — those who administer our laws, and more especi- 
ally this Legislative body. Be pleased to ]irosper all their consultations 
to the advancement of Thy glory, the safety, honor and welfare- of 
our p?oi)le that all things may be so ordered and settled by their en- 
deavors upon the best and surest foundations that peace and happiness, 
truth and justice may abound among us for all generations. To our 
prayers we add our intercessions for all who may be in sorrow or dis- 
tress — look with love and pity upon the relatives and friends of him 
(a former honored and esteemed member of tliis bo«ly, whom Thou hast 
called to a higher sphere of service) in Thy wnsdom Thou hast seen fit 
to visit them with trouble, and to bring distress upon them, look in 
mercy upon them, sanctify Thy fatherly correction to them, endure 
their souls with patience under their afflictions — and with resignation 
to Thy blessed will, comfort them with a sense of Thv jroodness — lift 
up Thy countenance u])on them and give them peace. Kaise us all to 
the life of righteousness, that when w^e shall depart from this life we 
may rest in Thee, and be found acceptable in Thy siarht. and receive 
that blessing which Thy Beloved Son then pronounced upon all who 
love and fear Thee, saying, ^Tome ye children or my Father, inherit 
the knigdom prepareil for you from the beginning of the world.*' Grant 
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this O Father through the merits and mediation of Thy Son, Christ our 
Lord, Amen. 

Senator Millard read the following letter:

Senator B. F. Millard, 

Juneau, Alaska, 

My Dear Senator Millard: 

I note the fact of legislative observance on March 27th as a memorial 
to the late Senator Elwood Bruner. 

Through you, as my former colleague, I desire to express a few 
words of deep appreciation of the intelligent character of the services 
rendered by Senator Bruner during our First Legislative session. 

Senator Bruner possessed a native ability, a splendid memory, and 
was sufficiently schooled in the lessons of life, so as to render his coun- 
sel and advice exceptionally valuable; his past legislative services 
coupled with his earnest desire to enact laws not to the discredit of 
Ala-i^ka made the Senator a zealous advocate of progressive and sane 
legislation, and an opponent af lawlessness in society or business. 

Senator Bruner desi)ised hypocrisy and sham; his points were for- 
cibly made; he scorned chicanery and subterfuge; he formed and main- 
tained his own opinions and was thoroughly fearless and independent 
in thought, speech and action. 

The Legislature of Alaska has lost one of its most brainy and able 
members, and I venture the prediction, as time reveals truth and sta- 
bility, the jieople of Alaska, as well as future legislators, will learn to 
value and highly appreciate the services rendered by Senator Elwood 
Bruner at the First Session of tlie Alaska Legislature.

The following remarks were made by Senator Millard : 

'^Life is action — death is repose." 

In the service of mankind to be a guardian god below; still to em- 
ploy the mind^s brave ardor in heroic aims, such as may raise us o'er 
the grovelling herd and make us shine forever — That is LIFE. 

As the surviving friends of the late Senator Bruner, we are here to 
perform a solemn obligation, and one which it is the duty of all civi- 
lized ]>eoi)le to perform in remembrance of the dead. And I am going 
to do for the late Senator what T know he would have done for me, were 
the conditions reversed. 

The late Elwood Bruner was born in Zanesville, Ohio, September 27, 
1854. He moved with his parents to California in MS. 

He was gra<luated from the University of the Pacific, in Santa Clara 
county, California, after having taken a classical course. 

He delivered the valedictorv address of his class in. 1874. 

He then entered the law offices of Moore, Lane, Delmas and Lieb, 
and remained there four years. 

In 1878 he moved to Sacramento, California, and commenced the 
practice of law. 

For one term he represented the County of Sacramento in the Legis- 
lature, after which he was District Attorney for the same countv for 
several years. 

ITpon retiring from the District Attorney's office he was again elected 
to the Legislature. 

In 1903 he moved to Nome, Alaska, where he resided until his death. 
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lu 1912 he was elected to the Senate of the Territory of Alaska, and, 
by lot, drew the long term. 

He died January 15, 1915, at the Byron Hot Springs, California, 
where he had gone to regain his health. 

He leaves a widow and four married daughters in California, to 
mourn the loss of a husband and father. 

**They will deck his tomb with flowers, 
The rarest ever seen — 
And with their tears as showers 
•Will keep them fresh and green." 

It is ever so. One in sickness is constantly seeking health, but is 
filially overtaken and stricken down by the Grim Rea|)er Death, and at 
the last moment he must tread the wine press alone. 

Who among us, his associates and friends, can say how the last mo- 
ments found him, what iiis thought were, and in what manner he faced 
the end. 

Man's coming into the world is without his consent, ami he is not 
consulted as to his departure. 

For the wavs of the Creator arc indeed mvsterious. 

Some believe that for the individual nature has but little thought — 
her cares are for the race; what her intentions are we think, we, in 
part know. She desires to incarnate herself in the form of i>erfect man 
and womjiii. The reason we know this is because it is the chief instinct 
in the mind of the best and strongest of man and woman to grow, to 
evolve, to become. 

After every a('hie\Pnient — discontent; after every mountain scalcil, 
there are heights beyond that we long to explore. 

Always and forever wo arc urged and lured on. Hope, prayer, de- 
sire and aspirations are yearnings for i)erfection. For many this hope 
of i)erfection is centered in their children, and with all in moments of 
calm, the needle ]>oints toward the north. 

* 'Deity creates through man — we are the Divine Will." 

In many ways our friend was a reasona])ly perfe<'t man. In physique, 
poise and intellect he had reached an advanced <legree of perfection. 

lie was a genial, kindly gentleman and one meeting him could never 
forget the smile, the kindly eye, and the peculiar facial contortion and 
friendly expression when in conversation. 

lie was forceful in debate, thought for himself, and stood strongly 
for just laws; laws that would inure to the best interests of his con- 
stituents. 

There was no sham or deceit about him. Tie boldlv advocated his 
opinions and despised the pretentling great and the arrogant little. 

In his <leath the Alaska Legislature and the people of Alaska lost a 
strong character and a sincere friend. 

We, who knew him best, loved him for his many good qualities, and 
above all his kindly nature and interesting intelligence. 

"His mind to him a kingdom was." 

We should try to understand in order to forget. The late Senator 
Bruner had his defects, and whosover has none, let him cast the first 
stone. 

Confession of fault is not weakness but strength. He realized and 
admitted his shortcomings. 

Tt is human to err. but in all lives charity is due, and, after death, 
it is (lod-like to draw the veil over all but the good, and when we think 
ot him whom we mourn, remember only the sturdy oak he was. 
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Personally 1 was fond of the late Senator, and 1 looked forward with 
pleasure, as we all did, to the time we might meet again, and I was 
much grieved to learn of his death. 

The late Senator Bruner has gone the way of all mankind, and when 
one contemplates the billions that have come and gone, to and from this 
earth, the thought is overwhelming. 

As he, and they, have gone, soon, one by one, we shall be numbered 
with the great majority. But let us not trouble ourselves too much 
about the future: rather let us carrv our earthlv burdens. 

Then let us so live that when the call comes, we may be able to wrap 
the cloak around us and lie down to peaceful slumber, using our burden 
for a pillow, and pass into that dreamless sleep that knows no awaken- 
ing, hoping that some kind friend may say a word over our bier. 

^'Did our late friend believe in a Supreme Beingf He proclaimed 
to the initiated, by the badge he wore, that he did. 

*^Did he believe in the life hereafter? *' **What was his conception 
of that life or dwelling place of the soul?^' 

There are manv different beliefs as to the state of mankind after 
death, on earth. 

The ancients had their beliefs. The Egyi)tians one, the Persians an- 
other and the ('hinese still a different one, an so on through all the races 
of mankind since the dawn of time. 

Confucius, the great law-giver of the Chinese, in the strict sense of 
the word, was not a religious teacher. His attitude toward the super- 
natural may be summed up in his own words: ''Respect the Gods, but 
have as little, as possible to do with them." 

Buddah, the real god of some six hundred millions of the human race, 
taught the transmigration of the soul, and ancestor worship. 

His followers pay more attention to the dead than to the living. 

All tribes of red men believe in their happy hunting grounds, after 
death, where they will be at ease, with food and game plentiful, sup- 
plied by the Great Manitou. 

Our late friend was of the Christian race and, naturally, believed 
in the future, as taught by the Lowly Christ. 

But, ''Did he believe in the New Jerusalem?" as described by the 
eminent divine, Dr. Talmage, who taught that the redeemed would enter 
the Heavenly City through gates of pearl, swinoring from alabaster col- 
umns and to approach the great white throne; they will trod streets paved 
with gold, with settings of diamonds, jiearls and rubies of great splen- 
dor. . . 

My friends, sometimes the creations of the mind are more vivid than 

the material. 

Knowing the man in life, as T did, I would rather believe that he 
conceived a different aspect of the future life. 

He would expect to be met at the border line, "that seems to lie 
so near the heavenly portals bright," face to face by the loved once 
who have gone before him, as promised in Holy Writ; and be led through 
fields sweet with the scent of spring-time, and out into the forests, as 
described bv the blind poet, Milton, in his "Paradise Lost"; and to 
the open, where he would look upon the towering mountains, with the 
golden sunlight plaving upon them, casting their shadows below; and 
along the babbling "brook, whose waters ripple over the pebbles, sing- 
ing on their way to the sea; an to see the rose and the honeysuckle 
bloom, and the pansy, the violet and the blue forget-me-not in blossom, 
and to smell the sweet perfume of wild flowers; and, under some spread- 
ing tree to listen to the rustle of the leaves, as the soft winds of summer 
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pass through them, crooning a lullaby on their way. 

It has been well said that life is a narrow vale between two moun- 
tain peaks. We strive in vain to look beyond the heights — we cry 
aloud — but the only answer is the echo of our wailing cry. 

But in the night of darkness, hope sees a star that lights the way 
across the valley and shadow of death, into the green fields beyond. 

Let us pray, dear friends, that before the last earthly light faded 
from the kindly eye of our late friend, it caught the ** streaming ray 
that flies from eternity's own light," that guided his way across the 
last Great Divide, to the everlasting — that man, in his present state, 
must not understand, but which our late friend now does. The past is 
the only human reality. All that is — is past. 

Let us hope that he has met, in immortality, that Great Presence, 
before Whom all must bow — most humbly bow. 

Representative Moran addressed the Assembly as follows : 

Mr. President of the Senate, Mr. Speaker of the House of Representa- 
tives, Senators, Representatives and Friends: 

It is unnecessary for me to tell you that I am filled with deep emo- 
tion on this occasion, for I am here speaking, not only as a Representa- 
tive, but as a personal friend of the Senator in whose honor this me- 
morial service is being held. 

The beautiful flowers surrounding this vacant chair bring to mind 
my meeting with the late Senator. I was on a prospecting trip, in the 
year 1903, and on the tundra back of Nome I first saw him gathering 
flowers. As time passed and I learned to know him better, I could 
readily see that it was natural for him to seek the beautiful things in 
life. Regardless of his surroundings the artistic in his nature was al- 
ways in evidence. 

I remember him today as I knew him during the periods of depres- 
sion that hung over Nome. A glowing example oi his optimism was that 
during one ot the darkest moments he organized the Bruner Glee Olub, 
and I know this to be a fact, that when people complained of the hard 
times and talked of leaving, this Club, lead by his beautiful voice, would 
come forth with an entertainment, singing songs of prosperity, fairly 
radiating encouragement, so that when the evening was ended the pessi- 
mism that had been was gone, and the men took new heart and re- 
n.ained. T feel you will agree with me when I say that our absent 
member did more to j^romote the spirit of ^' stick and strive" than any 
other man who ever came to Nome. His unselfishness, charity and good- 
ness of heart will be remembered in Nome as long as Alaska exists. 

As a friend, lie was unswervingly loyal, and was always found on the 
side of the riglit. On my way East a few months ago I chanced to meet 
an old sclioolmate of our late Senator, and that gentleman informed me 
that El wood Bruner had. as a boy, the same traits and characteristics 
which afterward made him the good citizen, pleasant companion and 
loyal friend. 

In conclusion, gentlemen, let me say that Alaska has lost a man In 
the death of Senator Elwood Bruner, whose influence, kindly presence, 
activity and good deeds performed, will be greatly missed; a place is 
vacant that will be difficult to fill. 

Rev. J. B. Stevens, Chaplain of the Senate, paid the fol- 
lowing tribute to Senator Bruner: 

I was very much gratified in that the committee having charge of the 
service of the dav did not ask me for an oration. I could have done it 
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but poorly, but 'simply for a tribute to the memory of Senator Brunei. 
This I was eager to give. 

It is not a tribute, however, from memories running through years of 
associations, or intimate relations, or crucial events. It is a tribute 
from memories covering simply a daily greeting during the two months' 
session of the First Legislature. 

At the reception given the members of the Legislature by Governor 
and Mrs. Strong, at the Governor's Mansion, two years ago, Senator 
Bruner, as chairman of some Senate committee, asked me if I would 
serve as Chaplain for the session. Naturally I felt honored and was 
pleased to accept. 

Those of you who were here at that time will remember the arrange- 
ment of the Senate Chamber. I made it a practice, during the session, 
after the opening of the Senate to listen to the- reading of the minutes 
of the preceding day, then quietly leaving my seat by the President's 
desk, 1 passed down the left aisle and out. 

It took me by his chair, and as I passed him he never failed to look 
up with friendly recognition. No matter what weighty matters lay on 
his desk, or how many, he never failed to look up and nod as I passed 
him. J frankly admit I would have sorely missed his kindly greeting 
had he forgotten even once. 

This may seem a little thing to you, but it came to mean much to 
me even then; and there was, somehow, something about it that could 
not be forgotten, and which I have recalled with helpfulness very many 
times in the two years since. And though Senator Bruner had lived on 
many years and achieved many and far greater honors than this, if I 
were asked for his finest traits my mind would instinctively recall this 
kindly greeting, with its story of a friendly, sympathetic heart and un- 
failing thoughtfulness for others. 

Thoughtfulness and kindness are not precious objects that the rich 
and the mightly alone can afford. They are qualities of the heart. The 
one who does not i)ossess tliem possesses wealth and position in vain, 
for without thoughtfulness and kindness, wealth and position are ster- 
ile of blessing; with them the plainest gifts acquire great value; for 
goods and position and. honor, for which men grow jealous, dispute and 
struggle, wnll turn to dust, with those who have coveted them, but acts 
of this nature remain, in all their sublimity, extending their beneficent 
influence into an indefinite future. 

Shall we not all seek to understand life better and seek to raise our 
hearts to that sublime height of service which consists in doing for 
others this, of which we are all capable, for more of which the world 
has such great need, and in the accomplishment of which there shines 
forth the richness of God. We are all poor and needy at times. We are 
all, also, rich in possibilities of service. God sends us out to minister 
with w^hat we have to those who need. We are like wounded men on 
a battle field who care mutually for each other, share one another's 
provisions, and help one another to live and — to die. This is life; we 
must take it as it is. Derive the best from it, and give it the best 
we have. If we wait for the power of wealth, the influence of position, 
or the faith that moves mountains, life will slip by while we are waiting 
until we are ready. 

Senator Bruner is held in the greatest respect for dignity and honor 
with which he filled his position, the wisdom and justice of his council, 
and for a life of many public services; but he is loved most, and will be 
remembered longest for some of the simple graces of his daily life. 
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The Chaplain of the House offered the benediction.

fish buyers. Thus an American industry will be utilized to build up a 
Canadian })ort without benefit to any portion of the laiited States, yet at 
a great loss to Alaska.

in gold, and promises to continue the augmentation of the gold reserve 
of the United States for many years in the future; and 

Whereas, Nome is situated on a low shore at a shallow beach, ex- 
posed to fierce storms which have frequently caused the destruction of 
the various wharves, warehouses and buildings situated on its water

Whereas, there are known to be in Southeastern Alaska many millions 
of tons of magnetic iron ore, containing more or less values in copper,, 
with which is associated gold, silver and molybdenite, the ownership of 
such bodies being widely distributed among prospectors, small com- 
panies and citizens of Alaska; and 

Whereas, there is now no means of saving this iron ore and it is 
mined and shipped only for its contents of copper, gold and silver, the 
iron being thrown on the slag dumps as waste; and 

Whereas, the people of the Pacific Northwest and Alaska have to pay 
a heavy advance over the eastern prices for all iron and steel products; 
and 

Whereas, the present copper smelters charge three cents per pound of 
copper for refining (which seems to be excessive) and deduct one per cent 
copper from the amount in the ore to cover slag loss (which also seems 
to be excessive) ; and 

Whereas, the smelters pay nothing for the iron ore which is thrown 
away, although it costs the miner about $1.00 per ton to mine and about 
$1.75 per ton freight to the smelter; and 

Whereas, the i^melting of Alaska ores is either done or dominiated 
by but one American company of w^hom various producers have com- 
plained of unfair treatment; and

Whereas, a milling and smelting ])lant of about 200 tons daily capa- 
city for the first unit installed by the government under the direction 
of thie Bureau of Mines, could concentrate this ore, save the iron, cop 
per and other values, produce a substantial revenue for the government 
and assist the mining industry; 

Therefore, be it Resolved by the Legislative Assembly of the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska, That Tve, your memorialists, respectfully request that 
a Government milling and smelting plant be established in Southeastern 
Alaslca, and operated under the direction of the Bureau of Mines, for the 
purpose of treating the ores above described, and other ores of the Ter- 
ritory of Alaska; and 

Be It Further Resolved, That a copy hereof be sent to the President 
of the United States Senate, Speaker of the United States House of 
Representatives, Delegate to Congress to the House of "Representatives 
from Alaska, and the Chief of the Bureau of Mines at Washington, D. C.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 

Territory of Alaska, Governor's Office, 
Juneau, Alaska, April 12, 1915. 
To the House of Representatives: 

I return herewith, without my approval. House Bill No. 27, "An Act 
to repeal and to amend Section 2021, Compiled Laws of Alaska, and de- 
claring an emergency," for the following reasons: 

There seems to be no general demand on the part of the people of 
Alaska for the passage of this bill. As a matter of fact in nearly every 
section of the Territory, and especially in the incorporated towns, the 
almost total suspension of business on the first day of the week com- 
monly called Sunday or the Lord's Day, has been brought about through 
voluntary action on the part of business men and others and not through 
the operation of law, this having been done in many instances prior to 
the compulsory closing of liquor saloons on that day. 

We are living in an age when progress is the watchword and shorter 
hours for the worker and betterment of economic and social conditions 
is commanding the attention of nearly every legislative body in civi- 
lized countries. The Legislature of Alaska can not afford to take a step 
backward; the Territory is new, to be sure, and its resources are largely 
undeveloped, but this fact does not constitute a reason for increasing 
the hours of labor which this bill unquestionably imposes upon the work- 
ing people of the Territory. 

It is a mistaken idea that because a country is young no regard 
should be paid to working hours or the conditions under which men and 
women may work. The command that mankind should rest one day in 
seven should not be considered solely from a religious angle, nor was 
it intended to be, but it was given that physical rest should be enjoyed 
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as well as spiritual. This bill would im'rease the hours of labor that 
should be given to rest and recreation. The people at large wuU not suf- 
fer, are not suffering in any sense through the enforcement of the pres- 
ent '^Sunday closing law,'' and the only benefits that would be conferred 
through this bill would be upon a relatively small number of people 
whose interests should not be permitted to override those of the great 
majority who are well content with the operation of the law as it now 
stands. 

It has been said, and with truth, that the greatest felony to be laid 
at the doors of civilization is the humdrum monotony of the day's work 
and the greatest weakness in the national animal, man, is his tendency 
to acquisce in monotony. The ease with which workers, whether em- 
ployers or employes succumb to habit, routine and monotony is pro- 
nounced a poisoned dart in the balance of health — ^physical and intel- 
lectual. Physical equilibrium is a greater argument against excessive 
hours of work than is trades unionism, and it is the prime duty of the 
state to protect and safeguard the health and lives of the people as 
far as possible and thus promote their comfort and happiness.

Ruling of the Chair: 

The point of order raised by Mr. Noon touches the 
matter of a new question. Under Rule 32 we are barred 
from introducing a new bill after the 45th day, and as 
Joint Resolutions and Joint Memorials come under the 
same ruling, the question then is whether or not this sub- 
stitute is a new bill. 

Section 5760, Hinds', Vol 5 : "It is in order to insert by 
way of amending a paragraph similar but not identical with 
the one in question." 

Section 5789, Hinds', Vol. 5: "In 1886 the House aban- 
doned rule prohibiting amendment of one bill by offering 
the substitute of another." 

Section 5781, Hinds', Vol 5: "A new bill may be en- 
grafted by way of amendment." 

Section 5783, Hinds', Vol 5: "The admissibility of an 
amendment should be judged from the provisions of its text, 
rather than from the purpose which circumstances may 
suggest." 

Section 5795, Hinds,' Vol 5 : "When it is proposed to of- 
fer a single substitute for several paragraphs of a bill, 
which is being considered by paragraph, the substitute may 
be moved to the first paragraph with a notice that if it be 
agreed to, motion will be made to strike out the remaining 
paragraphs." 

That is, if one paragraph holds good, a substitute may go 
to the entire question on the affirmative vote on motion to 
strike. 

Section 5796, Hinds', Vol. 5, cites an instance wherein a 
substitute text for a bill was offered as a substitute for the 
first section, and agreed to, and the remaining sections were 
stricken. The case cited was the Philippine Coinage Bill, 
considered in the Committee of the Whole, January 22, 
1915. 

Section 5799, Hinds', Vol. 5 : "An amendment in the na- 
ture of a substitute having been agreed to, the vote is then 
taken on the original proposition as amended by substitute." 

Section 5803, Hinds', Vol 5 : "Whether or not an amend- 
ment be germane should be judged from the provisions of 
its text, rather than from the proposition which circum- 
stances may suggest." 
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The law of parliamentary practice considers a substitute 
practically an amendment, with a wide range and liberal 
consideration. A substitute is absolutely necessary in all 
deliberative assemblies, and is allowable whenever the facts 
contained therein are germane to the question under con- 
sideration, even though it is not in the exact language, but 
leading to the same ultimate end. 

House substitute for Senate Joint Memorial No. 5 is, in 
the opinion of the chair, simply the same question revived 
in the form of an amendment, and that being so held it is 
permissible, under House Rule 29 covering the proposition 
of amendments, and also comes within House Rule 32 which 
places a limitation on the introduction of new matter. 

Therefore, the chair holds that the point of order is not 
well taken, and the substitute be considered and acted upon. 

Mr. Noon appealed from the decision of the chair. 

The question being, "Shall the decision of the chair stand 
as the judgment of the House?" a rising vote was taken, 
and the chair was sustained by a vote of: Ayes, 9; Noes, 4.

(3) Amend Section 8, line — , afteT the word '^fish" insert the 
words, ** whales, or other marine animals". 

(4) Paragraph 9, line 2, strike out ''2500" and insert ''1000".

actually paid policy holders on losses; the amounts paici j^olicy holders 
as return premiums; and amounts paid policy holders as (lividends; the 
amount of insurance re-insured in other companies authorized to do 
business in this Territory, and the amount of premiums paid therefor; 
the amount of insurance re-insured in companies, naming them, not auth- 
orized to do business in this Territory, and the amount of premiums 
paid therefor; and the amount of re-insurance accepted from admitted 
companies and the premiums received for such re-iusu ranee on risks 
located in this Territory with the name of 'the companies so re-insured. 
And said company shall pay to the Territorial Treasurer a tax of one 
per centum on all premiums collected or contracted for: Provided, that 
in the case of companies engaged in fire or marin3 insurance the tax 
shall be collected on such premiums, after deducting from the gross 
amount thereof the amounts paid to policy holders as returned premi- 
ums and the amounts paid as premiums to admitted companies for re- 
insurance, and in the case of life insurance companies i)\e tax shall be 
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collected on the gross amount of j)reniiuins, after deducting therefrom 
the amounts paid as premium to admitted companies for re-insurance. 

** Section 13. The taxes herein provided for shall be due and payable 
on or before the 31st day of March succeeding the filing of the state- 
ment provided for herein. 

** Section 14. Any company, failing or refusing to render such state-

Petition to the Congress of the United States to enact such legislation 
as will be necessary for the establishment of an insane asylum within the 
Territory of Alaska, instead of caring for the Alaska insane by means 
of the contract system, at Miorningside, near Portland, Oregon: 
To the Honorable Senate and House of Representattives of the United 

States in Congress assembled: 

Many complaints had been lodged with various members of the pres- 
ent Alaska Territorial Legislature wath respect to the improper (and in 
some cases inhuman) treatment of the Alaska insane i)atients sent from 
Alaska to the Morningside Sanitarium, near Portland, Oregon; 

These complaints were referred to the Committee of Judiciary and 
Federal Relations of the Hous? for investigation and report. 

This committee,after hearing the statements and testimony of per- 
sons who testified of their own knowledge of the facts, made the follow- 
ing report to the House of Representattives of the Alaska Territorial 
Legislature, dated March 24th, 1915, and whicli report is nunle a ])art 
of this petition, to-wit: 

(Sec Rej^ort of Committee on Judiciary aud Federal Relatione, 
March 24th.) 

Tlie Legislature of the Territory of Alaska is fully satisfied that the 
statements and showing above set forth, (and corroborated by individual 
letters), make out an urgent and serious prima facie case, sufficient to 
move the Congress and the President to cause a thorough anil searching 
investigation of the facts charged; 

Your j)etitioners, the Legislature of the Territory of Alaska, further 
shows and states that: The Alaska climate is fully as beneficial to the 
insane sick as the climate of Portland, Oregon, can possibly l)e. 

At Fairbanks, Alaska, a per])etual dry and j)leasa7it climate at all the- 
times of the year, varying only in temperature according to the season 
of the year, there is now an institution, pro[)erly equipped, and belong- 
ing to the Ignited States, where the sick and insane, as well as the in- 
firm and helpless, are temporarily aud comfortably cared for and housed, 
with proper medical treatment when necessary, until they can be re- 
moved to the contract asylum at Morningside, Portland, Oregon. 

At Nome, Alaska, there also is an institution belonging to the United 
Statos, a similar institution where the insane patients are temporarily 
housed and cared for, with medical treatment, as at said Fairbanks,. 
Alaska, until they be removed to the contract asylum at Portland, Ore- 
gon. 

Your petitioners further show that a permanent asylum for the Alaska- 
insane should be established permanently at some point on the Alaska 
(Pacific) Coast, to which the Alaska insane ]>atients can be removed 
from the interior of Alaska for ]>ermanent care and custody unless sooner 
discharged, and to w^hich institution the Alaska insane now in said 
Morningside institution can be removed. 

Your petitioners also state that at Skagway, Alaska, the United 
States own a large stone building, whicli is only used for an office of the 
U. S. Commissioner at that place and a local jail, which building is far 
too large for that purpose, and which building can be used for, and put 
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in order for the use of an insane asylum for Alaska, and can be enlarged 
as the necessities may require. 

Now Therefore, be it rlesolved, That we, the Second Legislative As- 
sembly of the Territory of Alaska, do hereby petition the Congress of 
the United States for the passage of necessary legislation, at an early a 
date as possible, providing that an insane asyluxn be established or built 
within the Territory of Alaska, at some point on the Pacific Coast, for 
the care of the Alaska insane patients; that an investigation of the 
charges herein contained against said Sanitarium Co., Inc., be investi- 
gated and its said contract with the United States for the care of the 
Alaska insane, be abrogated;

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SPECIAL ORDER. 

SECOND READING OF HOUSE BILL NO. 20. 

RULING OF THE CHAIR: 

On point of order raised by Mr. Shoup. 

The House having under consideration for second reading House Bill 
No. 20, ** limiting the hours of employment/* the bill was reported back 
by the Labor Committee as a re-draft of the original House Bill No. 20,. 
as ordered to the Committee by a vote taken on April 21, 1915; said re- 
port being as follows: 

** House of Representatives, 
Juneau, Alaska, April 21, 1915. 
Mr. Speaker: 

We, your Committee of the Whole House, to whom was referred 
House Bill No. 20, relating to regulating and limiting the hours of em- 
ployment in certain occupations, ihave had the same under consideration,, 
and most respectfully report same back to the House, with the recom- 
mendation that the bill be recommitted to the Committee on Labor, Capi- 
tal and Immigration, for the purpose of re-writing, incorporating therein 
that the hours of employment shall be limited to eight hours in all in- 
dustries in Alaska. 

A. G. SHOUP, Chairman." 

The question being on the reiwrt of the Committee of the Whole on 
recommitting the bill, from the floor of the House, the roll was called 
with the following result: 

Ayes, 13; Noes, 3. Ayes — Britt,. Burns, Coombs, Day, Driseoll, Geteh- 
ell, Holland, Heid, Heckman, Moran, Tansey, Snow, Mr. Speaker. Nays — 
Daly, Noon and Shoup. 

So the bill was recommitted under specdfic instructions that the same 
be re-written incorporating the provisions that every industry within 
the Territory of Alaska be placed on an eight-hour basis. The affirma- 
tive vote on this proposition carried by thirteen votes. 

Now, on the 26th day of April, 1915, House Bill No. 20 was redrafted 
under specific instructions from the House, and appears on the daily file 
for second reading. 

It was taken up, read second time, and a substitue by way of amend- 
ment was offered by Mr. Moran. 

Mr. Shoup raised a point of order on the following grounds: 

That the House had the originial House Bill No. 20 up for consider- 
ation, which provided substantially for the same line of industries to- 
come within the provisions of an eight hour day's work as the substitute. 
The House saw fit to refer this bill back to the Committee with instruc- 
tions to draw a bill limiting the hours of labor, in every industry in 
Alaska, to eight hours. Now, we have a substitute bringing us back to 
the original bill before commital. The House declared by a vote that it 
would not consider any bill but an eight-hour bill for all industries. 
This substitute is in absolute contradiction to the specific instructions of 
the House, and further, that the subject matter, as included in the sub- 
stitute, had been acted upon and disposed of by the vote in the House 
as to the original House Bill No. 20. 

The chair asked the House for time in which to render his decision 
on the point of order, and by motion the bill was made a special order 
for the following day immediately after the readifig of the JonTnal. at 
which time the chair wouM render his decision. 
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Th€ point to be considered in rendering the decision on this point of 
order is whether or not this House is bound bv its vote on original House 
Bill No. 20. 

The original bill provided that in the employment of all open cut 
mines, or workings, open pit workings, dredge workings of any other 
character, in telegraph or telephone exchanges, all offices, laundries, 
hotels, restaurants or bakeries, beyond a reasonable length of time, is 
hereby declared to be injurious to health and dangerous to public safety. 

Section 1 of this bill was considered at great length, and arguments 
were had pro and con as to eadh industry then incorporated in said Sec- 
tion 1, and after deliberation in the Committee of the Whole House, It 
was decided by a majority vote of the House that a general eight-hour 
bill covering every industry, would be the proper bill to be considered 
in this House. Every other question incidental to this was disposed of 
by the vote on recommittal, with specific instructions to t-he Committee 
on Labor, Capital and Immigration to draft a general eight-hour bill cov- 
ering all industries in Alaska. 

The Committee has reported under specific instructions, and reported 
well. They have brought in a bill exactly in accordance with the in- 
structions as ordered by the majority vote of this House. 

Now, the gentleman from the Second offers a substitute which is 
practically identical with the former bill, incorporating therein the 
same line of industries, but he goes only to these specific industries which 
he mentions, and it is at variance and absolutely contradictory to the will 
of the House, as expressed in the vote taken on House Bill No. 20. 

The question and statement above cited are now before us, and the 
methods above mentioned are to be considered. It is a well known prin- 
ciple in parliamentary practice that once a bill is rejected, another of 
t' same substance, although different in form, cannot be again con- 
sidered at the same session. 

In the notes which are cited in Paragraph 1, of the Rules of the 
House of Representatives of the United States, are the following: 

^'A bill having been rejected by the House, a similar but not identi- 
cal bill on the same subject was afterwards held to be in order.'? (Sec. 
3384 of Hind ^s Precedents of the House of Representatives.) 

**The fact that a bill has passed the House does not preclude that 
body from passing another not identical bill on the same subject.'' (Sec. 
3383, Vol. 4, Hind's Precedents.) 

And these sections do not exactly touch the point in question. 

Sec. 5592, Vol. 5, Hind's Precedents: "The Committee of the Whole 
having decided between two propositions, and the House having agreed 
to the amendment embodying that decision, it was held to be in order 
in the House to move to recommit with instructions that in effect it 
brought the two propositions to the decision of the House. 

"On February 23, 1899, the House, under operation of the previous 
question, had passed to be engrossed and read the third time the naval 
appropriation bill, and Mr. Chas. A. Boutelle, of Maine, moved that the 
bill be recommitted with instructions to report it back with an amend- 
ment fixing the price of armour plate at $545.00 instead of $445.00 per 
ton. 

"Mr. Chas. H. Grosvenor, of Ohio, and Mr. James D. Richardson, of 
Tennessee, made the point of order that this would be adopting, by a 
motion to recommit, a proposition which the Committee of the Whole 
had voted down, since the Committee of the Whole had by an amend- 
ment to an amendment stricken out $545.00 and inserted $445.00, the 
the Speaker said: 
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"The chair thinks the motion to recommit is, under the circumstances, 
in order. '^ 

The vote taken on original House Bill No. 20 to recommit with specific 
instructions, was virtually a re-draft with an amendment including every 
known industry. Now, therefore, by not sustaining the point of order 
and allowing this substitute, the chair would be disregarding^ the will of 
the House on the subject matter in question, for the reason that tkia 
substitute, by its provisions, only partially covers the known industries 
in the Territorv. 

Now, it would be iuconsistent on the part of the chair to disregard 
the expression of the House by reason of its vote, cast it aside and allow 
this substitute to be introdueted. Had this substitute been offered prior 
to a vote for coniinittal with instructions, it perhaps would have been in 
order, insofar as it differed, if at all, from Section 1 of the original 
House Bill No. 20. 

Sec. i)o92, Vol. .1, Hind's: **The Speaker ruled, in a question on post- 
])onement, that in the general rule there could be but one motion to re- 
commit a bill on the question of its passage, and no motion could be made, 
but in the case of a bill being recommitted with specific instructions for 
a certain draft, and the said bill reported back disregarding instructions, 
a motion would lie to recommit for the purpose of obeying tihe >aid in- 
structions from the House." 

In this question, specific instructions were given to commit. They 
reported accordingly. 

Now, this substitute is at variance, and if the substitute can be al- 
lowed in contradiction to instructions, the Committee would be given the 
same latitude. 

Sec. 5591, Val. 5, Hind's: "On April 10, 1828, the motion pending 
was to re commit the tariff bill to the Committee of the Whole, with cer- 
tain instructions. 

Mr. Hoffman, of New Yorlv, rising to a parliamentary inquiry, asked 
if it were competent for the House to instruct the Committee of the 
Whole what amendments they should report. The Speaker decided that 
it was competent for the House so to instruct the <,'ommittee. 

**Mr. Gorman, of Massachusetts, inquired whether, if the bill were 
recommitted, it would be in order to confine the Committee of the Whole 
as proposed by the motion. The Speaker stated that the Committee, if 
not instructed, would have the whole bill before them oi>en to amend- 
ment, but the House could restrain them by sjiecific instructions to the 
consideration of a certain section or a single i^omt in the bill." 

In House Bill No. 20, the House gave specific instructions to re-write 
the part, covering every industry, which was ])erfectly within the right 
of the House, and the Committee did so. The substitute coulu not be 
<'onsidered, for it has limitations in its provisions, and does not cover 
the general scope as intended by the express wish of the House on its 
vote. 

The chair holds that the specific instructions given the Committee on 
Labor. Ca])ital and immigration is virtually a House order, once acted 
and [)assed ui>on, and cannot be reviewed peremptorily, and that should 
the chair allow the introduction of this substitute, it would be virtually 
an abrogation by the chair of the will of the House. 

Sec. 5553, Vol. 5, Hind's: "It is not in order to do directly by a 
motion to commit with instructions what mav not be done directlv bv 
way of amendment, to a bill proposing the admission of one Territory 
into the I^nion, an amendment proposing the admission of another Ter- 
ritory be not germane.^' 
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The House by. its motion ordered every industry included. Now, the 
substitute specifies only part of such industries. The chair holds that the 
original order covers this subject matter, and that the amendment to the 
substitute is irrelevant, immaterial and inconsequental, that it is only 
secondary to the bill as written, and therefore cannot be substituted. 
(Sec. 5529, Vol. o, Hind's.) 

Sec. 4404, Vol. 4, Hind's: ''Where the matter is recommitted with 
instructions the Committee must confine itself within the instructions. 
Where a Committee has made a report which exceeded its instructions, 
the Speaker ruled out the excess portion but permitted the remainder of 
the report to stand. Now, therefore, the Committee reported in accord- 
ance with the instructions. 

This substitute falls short of that report and instructions, therefore 
the same is frivolous, irrelevant and inconsequental, and should not be 
considered. The same is barred under the point of order. 

The chair holds the point of order well taken, and the subject before 
the House is the Committee re-draft of House Bill No. 20. 

The Chair holds the point of order well taken, and the 
subject before the House is the Committee redraft of House 
Bill No. 20. 

Mr. Shoup moved that the ruling of the chair be spread 
at length upon the Journal. Motion carried.

RULES 

of the 

HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES, 

1915. 



ORDER OF BUSINESS. 

Rule. 1. Business shall be disposed of in the following 

order : 

First — Calling the roll, prayer by Chaplain, and reading the 
Journal of the preceding day. 

Second — Presentation of petitions, memorials and remon- 
strances addressed to the Legislature. 

Third — Propositions, motions and resolutions. 

Fourth — Reports of standing committees. 

Fifth — Reports of special committees. 

Sixth — Messages from the Senate. 

Seventh — ^Introduction and first reading of bills. 

Eighth — ^First reading of House bills. 

Ninth — Second reading of House bills. 

Tenth — Third reading of House bills. 

Eleventh — First reading of Senate bills. 

Twelfth — Second reading of Senate bills. 

Thirteenth — Third reading of Senate bills. 

Fourteenth — Orders of the day. 

Fifteenth — Other business to be considered. 

Sixteenth — Announcements of committee meetings. 

Rule 2. Committee on Rules shall have charge of the 
daily calendar of the House, and direct the clerk the order 
in which the business of the House shall be transacted, and 
shall have the right to ask for a report of any committee 
on any bill or resolution. 

Rule 3. The Speaker shall on each day announce to the 
House the business in order, agreeable to the preceding 
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rule, and no business shall be taken up or considered until 
the class to which it belongs shall be declared in order, but 
messages from the Governor or Senate or any communica- 
tion from any Territorial officer may be read at any time. 

Rule 4. The unfinished business at which the House was 
engaged preceding adjournment shall not be taken up until 
reached in regular order, and then shall have precedence 
under any such order from day to day until finally disposed 
of. 

SPEAKER. 

Rule 5. The Speaker shall take the chair every day pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the House shall have adjourned 
on the preceding day. He shall immediately call the mem- 
bers to order, and present the business of the House in its 
regular order as provided in Rule 1. 

Rule 6. The Speaker shall preserve order and decorum, 
may speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers, rising from his chair for that purpose and shall de- 
cide questions of order subject to an appeal from the 
House. 

Rule 7. The Speaker shall rise to put a question, but may 
state it sitting. 

Rule 8. The Speaker shall have a general direction of 
the House of Representatives; he shall have the right to 
name any member to perform the duties of the chair, but 
such substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 
He shall have the right to appoint special committees un- 
less otherwise ordered by the House. 

Rule 9. In case of any disturbance or disorderly con- 
duct in the lobby, ihe Speaker (or chairman of the whole 
House) shall have the power to order the same to be 
cleared. 

AFM>EAL FROM THE CHAIR. 

Rule 10. The decision of the chair may be appealed from 
by any two members on which appeal no member shall 
speak more than once unless by leave of the House. 

QUORUM. 

Rule 11. Eight members with the Speaker, or nine 
members in his absence having chosen a Speaker pro 
tempore shall constitute a quorum of the House for the 
conduct of business, of which quorum a majority vote 
shall suffice; a sinaller number than a quorum may ad- 
journ from day to day and compel the attendance of absent 
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members, making an order for their fine and censure, and 
may adjourn. For the purpose of ascertaining whether 
there is a quorum present, the presiding officer shall count 
and report the actual number of members present. 

TIME OF MEETING. 

Rule 12. The time of meeting of the House, shall be at 
10 o'clock a. m., and the time of meeting after the noon 
recess shall be 2 o'clock p. m., unless otherwise ordered by 
the House. 

FORM OF QUESTION. 

Rule 13. Questions shall be put in this form, to-wit: 
"As many as are in favor of (as the question shall be) 
say *Aye;' and after the affirmative vote is expressed, '*As 
many as are opposed say 'No.' " If the Speaker is in doubt, 
or if division is called for, the House shall divide. Those 
in the affirmative on the question shall rise in their seats, 
and the number being announced, those in the negative 
shall rise, provided that the ayes and noes of the House 
shall at the request of one-fifth of the members present be 
entered on the Journal. 

DECORUM OF MEMBERS. 

Rule 14. When any member is about to speak in debate 
or deliver any matter to the House, he shall rise from his 
seat and respectfully address himself to Mr. Speaker and 
shall confine himself to the question under debate, and 
avoid personalities; and no member shall impugn the mo- 
tive of any member's vote or argument. 

Rule 15. — If any member in speaking or otherwise, trans- 
gresses the rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or any 
member may call him to order, in which case the member 
shall immediately sit down unless permitted to explain ; and 
the House shall, if appealed to, decide the case without de- 
bate; if there be no appeal, then the decision of the chair 
shall be submitted to. If the decision be in favor of the memr 
ber called to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed ; if other- 
wise, and the case require it, he shall be liable to the cen- 
sure of the House. 

Rule 16. If any member be called to order for words 
spoken in debate, the person calling him to order shall re- 
peat the words excepted to and they shall be taken down in 
writing at the Clerk's table, and no member shall be held 
to answer, or be subject to the censure of the House for 
words spoken in debate if any other member has spoken, 
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or other business has intervened, after the words are spo- 
ken, and before exception to them shall have been taken. 

Rule 17. When two or more members arise at oncfe, the 
Speaker shall name the one who is to speak first. 

Rule 18. No member shall speak more than twice on the 
same question without leave of the House, except the chair- 
man of the committee or the mover of the question, who 
may close the debate, nor shall any member stand at the 
Clerk's desk while the roll call is in progress. 

MOTIONS. 

Rule 19. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall 
be stated by the speaker, or, being in writing, it shall be 
handed to the chair and read aloud before debate. 

Rule 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writing, if 
the Speaker or a member desire it. 

Rule 21. After a motion is stated by the Speaker, or 
bill, memorial, resolution, petition or remonstrance is read 
by the Clerk, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
House, but may be withdrawn at any time by consent of the 
House, before decision or amendment. 

Rule 22. When a question is under debate, no motion 
shall be received but the following, in the rank named : 



1st rank 
2nd rank 
3rd rank 
4th rank 
5th rank 



To adjourn. 

Question of consideration. 
To lay on the table 
For the previous question. 
To postpone to a day certain. 
To commit or recommit. 
To amend. 
6th rank; To postpone indefinitely. 

Rule 23. When a reading of a paper is called for, it shall 
be decided by a vote of the House. 

Rule 24. All questions, whether in committee or in the 
House, shall be propounded in the order in which they are 
named, except that in filling blanks, the largest sum and 
the longest time shall be first put. 

INDEFINITE POSTPONEMENT. 

Rule 25. No motion to postpone indefinitely, having been 
decided m the negative, shall again be allowed on the same 
day, and at the same stage of the bill or proposition. 

When a question is postponed indefinitely, the same shall 
not be acted upon again during the session. 
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RECONSIDERATION. 

Rule 26. When a motion has once been made and carried 
in the affirmative or negative, it shall be in order for any 
member of the prevailing side to move for reconsideration 
thereof, on the same day, and a vote shall be taken thereon 
upon the next working day thereafter. 

PKEVIONS QUESTION. 

Rule 27. The previous question may be ordered by two- 
thirds of the members present upon all recognized motions 
or amendments which are debateable, and shall have the ef- 
fect to cut off all debate and bring the house to a direct vote 
upon the motion or amendment on which it has been ord- 
ered. On motion for the previous question, and prior to 
the seconding of the same, a call of the House shall be in 
order but such call shall not be in order thereafter prior to 
the decision of the main question. 

The question is not debatable and cannot be amended. 
The previous question shall be put in this form: "Mr. 

demands the previous question." As many 

as are in favor of ordering the previous question will say 
'Aye' ; ias many as are opposed will say *No.' 

The results of the motion are as fpllows: 

If determined in the negative, the consideration goes on 
as if the motion has never been made; if decided in the 
affirmative, the presiding officer at once and without de- 
bate, proceeds to put the amendment or motion as ordered. 
If an adjournment is had after the previous question is 
ordered, the subject comes up the first thing after the read- 
ing of the Journal the next day, and the previous question 
still operates, making the main question privileged over all 
other business, whether new or unfinished. 

DIVISION OF QUESTIONS. 

Rule 28. A division cannot be demanded as a right by 
any member. It must be made pursuant to a motion stat- 
ing precisely the division asked for, which motion can be 
amended. The presiding officer can decide, subject to an 
appeal to the House, that the division proposed cannot be 
made. Otherwise, it is submitted to the House and decided 
by it. 

AMENDMENTS AND RECOMMITMENT. 

Rule 29. No motion or proposition on a subject shall be 
admitted under color of amendment, if different from that 
under consideration. No bill or resolution shall at any 
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time be amended by annexing thereto or incorporating any 
bill or resolution pending before the House. 

(See also Rule 34.) 

Rule 30. No amendment shall be received to a bill on its 
third reading, but it may be referred or recommitted for 
the purpose of amendment. A bill may be recommitted at 
any time before its passage. 

PETITIONS, MEMORIALS AND RESOLUTIONS. 

Rule 31. Petitions, memorials and other papers ad- 
dressed to the House, may be presented by the Speaker or 
any member,- and shall not be debated or decided on the day 
of their being first read unless the House shall direct oth- 
erwise, but they may be referred to the committee having 
the subject matter thereof, under consideration, or may lie 
on the table, or be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented. 

PROCEDURE ON BILLS, JOINT AND CONCURRENT RESOLUTIONS. 

Rule 32. Any member desiring to introduce a bill shall 
first obtain the floor and state that he desires to introduce 
a bill, and if entitled to do so, the bill shall be sent to the 
Clerk's desk to be numbered and all bills shall be read in the 
order in which they are numbered by the Clerk, but no bill 
shall be read the first time until every member entitled to 
introduce a bill has had an opportunity to do so, unless 
otherwise ordered by the House. After the fortieth day 
of the session, no bills shall be introduced in the House 
except by consent of two-thirds of the members present. 

Rule 33. All bills introduced in this house which are in- 
tended to amend existing statutes, shall have the words 
which are amendatory to such existing statutes underlined 
or underscored or printed in italics; where a bill is intro- 
duced by way of amendment to strike out any part of an 
existing statute, that matter to.be stricken shall be in 
capitals and enclosed in brackets ; any such matter as can- 
not be conveniently underscored shall be marked "new 
matter,*' by printed words on the margin, so that when the 
printed bill is presented for the perusal of members, such 
new or amendatory matter shall be easily discemable; all 
bills, joint resolutions, and joint memorials introduced 
either by a member or committee, shall be in duplicate, one 
copy of which shall have endorsed thereon the word 
"original," and shall be retained by the House. The dupli- 
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cate thereof shall have endorsed thereon the word "copy/' 
and when the printing of such bill shall have been ordered, 
the same shall be sent to the printer and his receipt taken 
therefore. Such bill must thereafter be returned to the 
Chief Clerk at the time the printed bill is delivered to the 
House; and, Provided further, that no bill shall be acted 
upon until the provisions of this rute-^hall have been com- 
plied with. 

Rule 34. EviBry bill in order to become a law shall have 
three separate readings in the House, the final passage of 
which shall be by majority vote of all the members to 
which the House is entitled, taken by ayes and noes, and 
entered upon the Journal. 

Every bill passed by the House for which shall have had 
amendments thereto adopted by the House, shall immedi- 
ately be enrolled and certified by the Speaker and the Clerk, 
and sent to the Senate for consideration. The first reading 
shall be by title only, unless a majority of the members 
present demand reading in full. 

All bills shall be printed unless otherwise ordered by the 
House, and be referred to the committee after the first 
reading. Bills shall pass to second reading when reported 
back by the committee, unless there shall be an unanimous 
report against the bill, in which case the vote shall immedi- 
ately be called for, upon the indefinite postponement of the 
bill. 

Each amendment made by a committee to a bill shall be 
in writing on a separate slip of paper, and shall be securely 
attached to the original bill by a paper fastener. The re- 
port of the committee shall also contain a statement of the 
amendments agreed to by the committee. Any committee 
report on a bill not conforming with this rule shall be re- 
turned by the Chief Clerk of the House to the committee 
for a compliance with this rule without further order by 
the House. Upon second reading, the bill shall be read sec- 
tion by section in full, and be subject to amendment. No 
amendment shall be considered by the House until it shall 
have been sent to the desk in writing and read by the Clerk. 
All amendments adopted on the second reading shall be 
securely attached to the original bill by a paper fastener. 

Amendments rejected by the House shall be passed to 
the Minute Clerk, and the Journal shall show the disposi- 
tion of such amendments. When no further amendments 
shall be offered, the Speaker shall declare the bill has passed 
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its second reading. The bill, with the amendments, if there 
be any attached thereto, shall be sent to the committee on 
engrossed bills, which committee shall see that all amend- 
ments are properly engrossed upon the original bill, and 
the bill returned to the Chief Clerk before the opening of 
the House on the next- succeeding day, and the bill shall 
then come up in the regular order for a third reading. 
Bills on third reading shall be read in full by section. The 
only question on the third reading of a bill, shall be upon 
its passage, and no amendment shall be entertained. No 
bill introduced "by request," shall be printed until the com- 
mittee to which said bill has been referred has acted and 
reported upon the same. 

Rule 35. A bill may be advanced on the calendar by a 
vote of three-fifths of all members present voting in the 
affirmative ; and the question shall be "Shall the bill be ad- 
vanced on the calendar?" 

Rule 36. All joint resolutions or memorials shall be acted 
upon the same as bills, unless otherwise ordered by a ma- 
jority of the House. 

Rule 37. When a bill shall pass, it shall be enrolled and 
certified by the Speaker and the Clerk, together with the 
vote upon final passage, noting the day of its passage at 
the foot thereof, and sent to the Senate for consideration. 

Rule 38. On the final passage of every bill, the ayes and 
noes shall be taken and entered upon the Journal. 

Rule 39. That in the event of a committee having a num- 
ber of bills on the same subject, of which none can be 
agreed upon by the committee, and it is their wish to pre- 
sent a different bill on the same subject, such bill must be 
reported to the House and accepted before any of the other 
bills can be recommended for indefinite postponement. 

AYES AND NOES. 

Rule 40. Upon the passage of any question the vote 
shall be taken by ayes and noes, and shall be entered upon 
the Journal of the House, when demanded by one-fifth of 
the members present. The Speaker shall vote when the 
ayes and noes are called for, his name being called last, and 
in case of an equal division, the question shall be lost. 

VOTING. 

Rule 41. No member shall be allowed tp^-^xplain his 
vote or di^uss the question whife the ayes and noes are 
being called, nor change his vote after the result has been 
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announced, or vote on any question in the event of which 
he is immediately or particularly interested, or in any case 
when he was not within the bar of the House before the 
last name was called, unless by unanimous consent; anu 
when any member shall ask leave to vote, the Speaker 
shall propound to him the question, "Were you within the 
bar of the House when the last name was called?" 

Rule 42. Upon a division and count of the House on any 
question, no member without the bar shall be counted. 

DUTIES OF MEMBERS. 

Rule 43. While the Speaker is putting the question, 
no member shall walk across or out of the House ; nor when 
a member is speaking shall any member entertain private 
discourse or pass between him and the Chair. 

Rule 44. Every member who shall be in the House when 
the question was put shall give his vote unless the House 
for special reasons shall excuse him. All motions to excuse 
a member shall be made before the House divides or be-- 
fore the call for ayes and noes is commenced; and any 
member requesting to be excused from voting may make 
a brief and verbal statement of the reasons for making such, 
request, and the question shall then be taken without 
further debate. 

Rule 45. No member shall absent himself from the serv- 
ices of the House unless he shall have leave or be sick and 
unable to attend. 

Rule 46. No person shall be allowed to smoke in the hall 
or lobby thereof during the session, 

(^OMMTTTEE OF THE WHOLE HOUSE. 

Rule 47. In forming a committee of the whole House, 
the Speaker having the chair shall call upon some member 
to preside, who shall be addressed as "Mr. Chairman." 

"Rule 48. Upon a bill committed to a committee of the 
whole House, the bill shall be read and debated by clauses 
leaving the preamble to be last considered. The body of 
the bill shall not be defaced or interlined, but all amend- 
ments (noting the line and page), shall be duly entered 
by the Clerk on a separate paper, as the same shall be 
agreed to by the committee, and so reported to the House 
After a report, the bill shall again be subject to be debated 
and amended by clauses before a question to engross it is 
rax en. ? 

Rule 49. The Rules of proceeding in the House shall be 
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observed in a committee of the whole House so far as they 
may be applicable, but no member shall be recognized a 
second time until every member choosing to speak shall 
have spoken. 

OURHEXT VETOKS. 

Rule 50. The veto message of the Governor accompany- 
ing any bill passed by the House of Representatives other 
than is provided by the joint rules, shall be immediately 
read together with the bill vetoed. The House then shall 
enter the same upon its Journal and proceed to reconsider 
such bill or part of the bill and agaain vote upon it, by ayes 
and noes, which shall be entered upon its Journal. If, 
after such reconsideration, such bill or part of the bill shall 
be approved by two thirds vote of all the members, to 
which the House is entitled, it shall thereby become a law. 
The main question in the consideration of a vetoed bill is 
''Shall the bill pass notwithstanding the veto of the Gov- 
ernor?" If two-thirds of the members to which the House 
is entitled vote Aye, the bill shall be sent to the Senate to- 
gether with the message of the Governor for its action. 
The merits of the bill may be debated before the vote is 
taken, but the vote on a vetoed bill cannot be reconsidered. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Rule 51. The standing committees are to be elected by 
the House upon nomination by the Committee on Commit- 
tees, and are to be as follows : 

Banks, Banking and Corporations; 
Education, Public Health, Quarantine and Morals; 
Election, Election Laws and Mileage; 
Engrossment and Enrollment ; 
Fisheries, Fish, Game and Agriculture; 
Judiciary and Federal Relations; 
Labor, Capital and Immigration; 
Mining and Manufacturers; 
Municipal Affairs; 
Printing ; 

Roads and Highways; 
Rules ; 

Territorial Institutions ; 
Transportation, Commerce and Navigation; 
Ways and Means and Contingent Expenses. 
Rule 52. No committee shall sit during the sitting of the 
L juse without special leave ; and all its writs, warrants and 
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s bpoenas issued by order of the House shall be under the 
hand and seal of the Speaker attested by the Clerk. 

Rule 53. It shall be in order for the committee on en- 
rolled and engrossed bills to report at any time, if no mo- 
tion is before the House. This committee may report with- 
out notice to the House by handing reports to the Chief 
Clerk. 

TAXATION. 

Rule 53 ^^. No motion or proposition to impose a tax or 
charge upon the people, or appropriate money from the 
Territorial treasury shall be discussed on the day on which 
it is made or offered, and every such proposition shall have 
its first discussion in a committee of the whole House. 

STANDING COMMITTEES. 

Rule 54. Standing committees shall report all bills back 
to the House with their action thereon signed by the chair- 
man and the members thereof, within ten days from the 
time of reference, unless further time be granted by the 
House, and the Journal shall contain an exact copy of said 
report. 

CALL OF THE HOUSE. 

Rule 55. Three members may demand a call of the 
House at any time before the House has divided or the 
voting has commenced by ayes and noes, and thereupon the 
doors shall be closed until further proceedings upon the call 
have been dispensed with, which shall not be done until the 
absentees have been sent for, if requested by any member; 
but arrests of members for absence shall not be made unless 
ordered by a majority of the members present. 

USE OF HALL, 

Rule 56. The use of the chamber of the House of Repre- 
sentatives shall not be granted for any purpose without 
unanimous consent except for caucuses of the members of 
the Legislature. 

ADMITTANCE TO FLOOR. 

Rule 57. The following classes of persons shall.be en- 
titled to admittance to the floor of the House during the 
session thereof, viz: 

1. The Governor and Lieutenant Governor. 

2. The members of the Senate. 

3. The Territorial officers. 
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4. Persons in the exercise of official duty directly con- 

nected with the business of the House. 

5. Reporters of the press as provided in the next rule. 

6. The following persons upon presentation of a card 

of admission to be issued by the Speaker : 
Deputy Territorial officers. 
No other person shall be admitted to the floor during the 
session, or from 9 a. m. to 10 p. m., except the immediate 
family of members, who may be admitted when the House 
is not in session; and the sergeant-at-arms is directed to 
enforce this rule. 

Rule 58- The Speaker shall designate the persons who 
shall act as reporters for the public press. Such reporters 
so appointed shall be entitled to such seats as the Speaker 
shall designate, and shall have the right to pass to and 
from such seats in entering or leaving the chamber of the 
House of Representatives. 

VISITORS' GALLERY. 

Rule 59. The visitors' gallery is reserved for the use of 
the ladies and families of the Governor, Secretary of the 
Territory, Territorial officers and members of the Legis- 
lature. 

STANDING RULES. 

Rule 60. No standing rule or order of the House shall be 
rescinded, suspended or changed without one day's notice 
being given of the motion therefor, nor shall any rule be 
suspended or changed, except by a vote of at least two- 
thirds of the members present. 

Neither the standing rules nor the order of business es- 
tablished by the House shall be postponed, changed, sus- 
pended or rescinded, except by a vote of at least two-thirds 
of the members present. 

Rule 61. The rules of parliamentary practice comprised 
in Robert's Rules of Order shall govern in all cases in which 
they are not inconsistent with the standing rules and orders 
of the House. 

DUTIES OF SUBORDINATE OFFK^ERS AND EMPLOYEES. 

Rule 62, The Chief Clerk of the House shall see that the 
Journal is properly kept, and have general supervision over 
all the clerks, excepting committee clerks while their serv- 
ices are required by standing committees; the assignment 
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to standing committees shall be made by the Speaker upon 
request of the chairman of various standing committees. 

Rule 63. The Sergeant-at-arms shall attend the House 
during the sittings, announce all messages, preserve order, 
execute all processes issued by authority of the House and 
directed to him by the Speaker. He shall see that the hall 
of the House and adjoining rooms are kept clean, well 
heated and ventilated and that the furniture is kept in good 
order and repair. The Messenger shall be under the direc- 
tion of the Speaker. 

Rule 64. All clerks, except when acting under assign- 
ment, shall report to the Chief Clerk or assistant for duty 
one hour before the opening of each daily session. All 
other employes of the House shall report for duty to the 
Sergeant-at-Arms daily at 9 a. m. 

Rule 65. Any officer or employe of the House who neg- 
lects or refuses to perform any duty assigned to him, or 
shall be found in a state of intoxication, shall when reported 
to the House in writing by the Chief Clerk, Sergeant-at- 
Arms, or' the chairman of any standing committee, be sub- 
ject to a reprimand, and for a second offense be removed 
by a majority vote of the House. 
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JOINT RULES OF SENATE AND HOUSE OF 

REPRESENTATIVES. 



By COMMITTEE ON RULES. 



Joint Address to Governor. 

1. When the Sehate and House shall judge it proper to 
make a joint address to the Governor, it shall be presented 
to him in his audience chamber by the President of the Sen- 
ate in the presence of the Speaker of the House an a select 
committee of three (3) members appointed for that pur- 
pose from each house. 

Bill or Resolution in One House, Rejected in the Other, 
Requires Notice. 

2. When a bill or resolution which shall have passed one 
house is rejected by the other, notice thereof shall be given 
immediately to the house in which the same shall have 
passed. 

Each House to Transmit Papers. 

3. Each house shall transmit to the other papers on 
which any bill or resolution shall be founded. 

Joint and Concurrent Resolutions. 

4. Joint resolutions are those which relate to matters 
connected with the Federal Government, or containing a 
proposition of legislation or appropriation of money. All 
other resolutions relating to matters to be treated by both 
houses of the Legislature are concurrent resolutions. 
Joint Resolutions Treated as Bills. 

5. All joint resolutions shall be treated in all respects 
as bills. 

Amendments to Amended Bills Must Be Attached. 

6. Whenever a bill or resolution which shall have been 
passed in one house shall be amended in the other, such 
amendment or amendments shall be attached to the bill or 
resolution so amended and indorsed "adopted," and such 
amendment or amendments, if consurred in by the house 
in which such bill or resolution originated, shall be in- 
dorsed, "concurred in," and such indorsement shall be 
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signed by the Secretary of the Senate or the Clerk of the 
House, as the case may be. 

Course of Bills in Each Body. 

7. When a Senate bill has been received by the House, 
or a House bill by the Senate, with a message announcir*^ 
that the same has passed the Senate or House, such bill 
shall be read the first time by the Secretary or Clerk and 
take proper course according to the rules of each body. 
Bills Introduced After the 45th Day- 

8. No bill introduced after the 45th day of the present 
session shall receive consideration unless it would be con- 
sidered an emergencv dct by three-fourths vote of both 
houses. 

After a Bill Has Been Passed by the Senate or House. 

9. When a bill (if it be a Senate bill) has been received 
from the Senate by the House, after its passage, or (if it be 
a House bill) has been received from the House by the Sen- 
ate, after its passage, it shall be immediately taken up by 
the Senate or House, as the case may be ("Senate mess- 
ages" or "House messages") , read the first time, and shall 
then be assigned to the proper committee, who shall act 
upon the same as soon as practicable, and report the same 
back to the Senate or House forthwith, and the chairman 
of each committee is charged with the observance of this 
rule, provided that the Senate or the House may, at any 
time, order such bill reported back from any committee by 
a majority vote. 

To Concur or Refuse to Concur in Amendments. 

10. In case the Senate amend and pass a House bill, or 
the Houuse amend and pass a Senate bill, the Senate (if 
it be a Senate Bill) or the House (if it be a House bill) 
must either "concur" or "refuse to concur" in the amend- 
ments. 

When Amendments Are Concurred In. 

11. If the Senate concur (if it be a Senate bill), or the 
House concur (if it be a House bill) , the Secretary or Clerk 
shall notify the House making the amendments, and the 
bill shall be ordered to enrollment. 

When S3nate or House Refuse to C<mcur. 

12. If the Senate refuse to concur (if it be a Senate 
bill) , or the House refuse to concur (if it be a House bill) , 
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the Secretary or Clerk shall notify the house making the 
amendments of the action taken and ask that they recede 
from their amendments. If they refuse to recede, a commit- 
tee on conference shall be appointed consisting of six mem- 
bers, three to be appointed by the President of the Senate 
and three by the Speaker of the House. The committee on 
conference shall report to both the Senate and the House. 

Committee on Conference. 

13. In every case of an amendment of a bill agreed to 
in one house and dissented from in the other, if either 
house shall request a conference and appoint a committee 
to confer, the other house shall appoint a like committee; 
and such committee shall meet at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by the respective committees. 

Committe? on Free Conference. 

14. If the committee on conference fail to agree, or 
either the Senate or House refuse to adopt the report of 
the committee it shall then be in order to appoint a Com- 
mittee on Free Conference. 

A Committee on Free Conference shall consist of six 
members, to be appointed in the same manner as a Commit- 
tee on Conference. 

The Committee on Free Conference are hereby empow- 
ered to suggest in their report any new amendments which 
they may adopt as a committee, and such • amendments 
made by such committee shall be attached to the bill. 

The report of the Committee on Free Conference shall 
not be subject to amendment in either house, and in case 
of non-agreement no further proceedings shall be had. 
When Conference Committee Report Is In Order. 

15. The presentation of report of Committee on Confer- 
ence or Free Conference shall always be in order, except when 
the Journal is being read or a question of order or a motion 
to adjourn is pending, or while the Senate or House is di- 
viding, or during roll-call, and, when received, the question 
of proceeding to the consideration of the report, if raised, 
shall be immediately passed upon, and shall be determined 
without debate. 

Notices to Be On Paper, Under Proper Signatures. 

16. Notice of the action of either house to the other 
shall be on paper, and under the signature of the Secre- 
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tary or Clerk of the house from which such notice is to be 
conveyed. 

Enrolled Bill to Receiv? Signature of Proper Officers. 

17. After a bill shall have passed both houses, it shall 
be duly enrolled and carefully compared by the Engrossing 
and Enrolling Committee of the House, or of the Senate, 
as the bill may have originated, and shall first receive the 
signature of the presiding officer and Clerk or Secretary 
of the house in which it emanated, before it shall be pre- 
sented to the Governor of the Territory. 

Enrolling Committ3e to Compare. 

18. When bills are enrolled they shall be re-examined 
by the Engrossing and Enrolling Committee of the house 
in which they, originated, who shall compare the enrollment 
with the engrossed bill as passed in the two houses, and, 
correcting any errors that may be discovered in the en- 
rolled bill, make their report forthwith to the house in 
which the bill originated, stating by whom such bill was 
examined. 

Enrolling Committee to Pres|7^nt Bills to Governor. 

19. After a bill shall have been thus signed in each 
house, it shall be presented by the Engrossing and Enroll- 
ing Committee of the house in which it originated to the 
Governor of the Territory for his approval (it being first 
endorsed on the back of the bill by the Secretary or Clerk, 
as the case may be, certifying in which house the bill 
originated). The said committee shall report the day of 
presentation to the Governor, which time shall be carefully 
entered on the Journal of the house in which the bill orig- 
inated. 

Daily History of Bills, Etc. 

20. There shall be typewritten or printed daily by both 
the Senate and the House, a history of all bills, joint and 
concurrent resolutions, which shall show the action taken 
by the house up to the day preceding the publication of 
such history. 

Secretary and Clerk to Keep Register. 

21. The Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House 
shall keep a register, in which shall be recorded every 
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action taken by the Senate and th^ House on every bill, 
concurrent or joint resolution. 

Secretary and Clerk Shall Endorse Bills 

22. The Secretary of the Senate and Clerk of the House 
shall endorse on every original bill a statement of any action 
taken by the Senate and House. 

Adjournment Sine Die. 

23. An adjournment sine die shall be made only by con- 
curren resolution. 

Dispensing With Joint Rules. 

24. No joint rule shall be dispensed with except by vote 
of two-thirds of each house ; and if either house shall violate 
a joint rule a question of order may be raised in the other 
house and decided in the same manner as in the case of the 
violation of the rules of such house; and if it shall be de- 
cided that the joint rules have been violated, the bill in- 
volving such violation shall be returned to the house in 
which it originated, without further action. Or, at the 
option of such house the President or Speaker may direct 
the Secretary or Clerk to mark the section or sections in 
conflict with the rules as non-concurred in or negatived. 

25. When either house deems it necessary to hold a 
joint assembly a concurrent resolution shall be introduced 
setting forth the purpose for such joint assembly and fixing 
the time for same. 

26. No bills shall pass between either house after the 
fifth day before the end of session except Ways and Means 
measures, amendments and concurrence on conference.
